Ulster 

‘Now at War’ 


TUSCANIA, Italy (AP) - A 
severe earthquake jolted this 
ancient hill town in central 
Italy Saturday night, killing 
14 persons and injuring at 
least 100. Another weaker 
quake hit the area several 
hours later. 

The initial tremor, with an 
Intensity of six on the 10-point 
Mercali scale, damaged or 
destroyed 60 per cent of the 
city’s buildings. It was so 
strong that even residents of 
northern Rome, 50 miles 
south, fled their homes. 

Rescue workers said a 
number of bodies was seen in 
the heaps of rubble and stone 
but could not be extracted 
immediately. Among the dead 
was an entire family of five, 
killed when their house col¬ 
lapsed. 

The first persons to arrive 
from nearby villages found 
the medieval section of the 
town practically levelled and 
some of the romanesque 
churches, including the 
famous Basilica of St. Mary 
Major, severely damaged. 

The first quake sent most 
the city’s 12,000 residents 
from their dinner tables into 
the streets and near-freezing 

weather. 

Buildings In the centre of 
town fell ‘‘like a deck of 
cards,” one witness said. Part 
of the municipal hospital 
collapsed. 

Rev. Don Pasquale Livano. 
a priest who was inside the 
hospital, said: 

“It felt like an explosion. 
The walls and ceiling crashed 
down. As I was running away, 
I saw the ceiling collapsing on 
a ward in which there were 
seven old women. I think they 
must all have been killed.” 


No Injuries 
In Alaska 


PALMER. Alaska (AP) - 
A large earthquake occurred 
70 miles south of Adak 
Saturday afternoon, the 
Palmer Observatory reported. 

There were no reports of 
injuries but there was some 
minor damage. The quake 
had a magnitude of 6.7 on the 
Richter scale.

HOUSTON (UPI) — In the true style of a 
weekend duffer, A1 Shepard—the first golfer on 
the moon—took a “Mulligan.” 

The old pro of space loped up to the tee with 
his custom-made six-iron, wriggled in his moon- 
suit and kept his head down. But his backpack 
shortened his swing and he missed. 

With millions watching on color television, 
Shepard took another poke—the extra chance 
golf duffers call a “Mulligan” — and connected 
solidly. 

Shepard said the ball went “miles and miles 
and miles.” 

His fans only had his claim to go on. The ball 
went out of sight of the TV camera. 

A 15-handicapper, Shepard staged the golf 
exhibition as a surprise dimax for the second moon- 
walk of Apollo 14. 

Even his pro kept secret the fact that A1 had 
taken his “trusty club” and three special heat- 
resistant golf balls aboard the spaceship which he 
and Edgar Mitchell landed on the moon. 

“I’m going to try a little sand trap shot here,” 
Shepard said, dopping a ball into the biggest sand 
trap in the solar system and going for a crater-in- 
one at the “Fra Mauro Valley Country Chib.” 

“You got more dirt than ball that time,” 
chortled Mitchell, a gallery of one, when Shepard 
missed the first shot 

“Got more dirt than ball,” Shepard agreed. 
“Here we go again.” 

“That looked like a slice to me, Al,” said 
Fred Haise, CAPCOM in Mission Control 238,000 
miles away. 

“There we go—straight as a die,” Shepard 
shouted after his second shot. “One more . . . 
miles and miles and miles.” 


Trio, Treasures 
Streak Home 


HOUSTON (AP) — The 

men of Apollo 14 rocketed 

away from the moon Satur¬ 
day and itreaked homeward 
with 108 pounds of precious 
rock, some of it from a lunar 
hill the moon walkers tried 
and failed to conquer. 

Astronauts Alan Shepard, 
Edgar Mitchell and Stuart 
Roosa, tired from their ad¬ 
venture and yearning for 
home, fired the engine of 
their command ship, Kitty 
Hawk, to start a 2%-day coast 
toward Earth and a splash¬ 
down Tuesday in the South 
Pacific. 

“Okay, we got a good 
burn,” Shepard reported after 
the spacecraft reappeared 
from the back of the moon 
following the rocket firing, 
“We are on our way home!” 

Hours earlief, Shepard and 
Mitchell had thundered off the 
moon after 33% hours on its 
surface, setting up a science 
station and collecting rock 
samples in which scientists 
may find clues to me moon’s 
origin. 

Although they could not 
climb to the top of 400-foot- 
high Cone Crater, they ac¬ 
complished their other tasks 
so well scientists called the 
mission the most successful 
of man’s three moon trips. 

Kitty Hawk and the lunar 
lander A n t a r e s docked 
smoothly on the first try — a 
relief to all. It had taken six 
attempts to dock the craft 
after launch last Sunday. 

An tares — named for a star 
- was abandoned in lunar 
orbit and then performed its 
last duty for science — self-

BELFAST, Northern Ireland (AP) — British 
troops and snipers shot it out Saturday night in the 
deserted streets of Belfast and Prime Minister James 
Chichester-Clark declared his government at war 
with Irish Republican extremists seeking to unite the 
two Irelands. 

Rioting struck several sec¬ 
tions of the Ulster capital 
Saturday night, but the 
streets cleared when snipers 
and army troops began to 
exchange rifle and automatic 
weapons fire. 

Heavy shooting was re¬ 
ported in the mixed Roman 
C atholic-Protestant Crumlin 
Road, a chronic trouble spot 
i n B elfast’s long-standing 
ieud.

Constitution: 

‘Time 

Running Out ’

OTTAWA (CP)—Justice Minister John Turner 
has said progress is vital at this week’s federal-pro¬ 
vincial constitutional conference, marking a distinct 
departure from ministerial statements that preceded 
earlier conferences. 


The army reported two 
civilians struck by bullets and 
police said a 14-year-old boy 
had his hand blown off when 
he tried to throw a home¬ 
made bomb at soldiers. 

Rioting also broke out Sat¬ 
urday night in Londonderry, 
Northern Ireland’s second 
city, but an army spokesman 
reported it under control. 

It was the fifth night of 
conflict In the Northern Ire¬ 
land capital, where four per¬ 
sons were killed Friday night. 

The British Defence Minis¬ 
try in London said it was 
sending 600 fresh troops to 
reinforce the 6,000 already in 
Ulster. Many troops were 
exhausted from the continued 
fighting. 

Chichester-Clark read a 
statement from the steps of 
Stormont Castle, the seat of 
government In Belfast, vow¬ 
ing his government would 
"never surrender to tiny 
groups of Irish Republicans.” 

He told reporters later the 
events of the past nights were 
‘plainly a war with the 
Provisionals in Belfast” (an 
extremist splinter force of the 
IRA).

SAIGON (UPI) — North 
Vietnamese gunners in Laos 
fired for the first time 
Saturday on allied troops 
massing across the border in 
South Vietnam, killing one 
American. The gunners fired 
two barrages of rockets on 
American positions north of 
Khe Sanh and also hit South 
Vietnamese units in the same 
area with mortar barrages. 

The casualties were the 
first as a result of direct 
communist fire in the week- 
old operation. Four othef 
Americans have been killed 
by mines and booby traps in 
the area.

Dear Dr. Thosteson: I have 
had a hiatal hernia repaired. 
Since then I have met several 
people whose doctors tell 
them that surgery is not the 


answer. But no one seems to 
know why.—Mrs. L.A. 

The majority of hiatal 
hernia cases can be controlled 
successfully without surgery. 
The operation has to be done 
with great precision and 
therefore should be performed 
by a surgeon who is 
thoroughly familiar with the 
technique. 

With the best of care, 
however, sometimes the 
operation does not work out in 
as foolproof fashion as both 
the patient and surgeon wish. 

N o n -s u r g i cal methods 
always should be tried first, 
and surgery employed if they 
fail.

Dear Dr. Thostonnon: I am a 
man, 75, weigh 188 and am 
trying to lose weight. I have 
bad night sweats. What causes 
them?—F.H.F. 

Better have your doctor 
check you over. Chronic (but 
perhaps not obvious) infection 
is a frequent cause. But since 
you are dieting, check your 
fasting (morning) blood 
sugar, to rule out low blood 
sugar.

The mission's biggest dis¬ 
appointment was being forced 
to turn back, gasping and 
exhausted, before the moon- 
walkers achieved the top of 
the 400-foot slope of Cone 
Crater. They had started the 
walk two hours early, anxious 
to get it started. 

The aim was to seek at the 
crater’s rim clues to the birth 
of the solar system. However, 
scientists held out hope that 
the rocks picked up during 
the climb may have been just 
as fruitful as those they 
hoped to find on the rim. 

Later, back in the lander, 


they talked ruefully of their 
battle against the crater. 

"I think we just entirely 
underestimated the difficulty 
in going that far and getting 
that high in such a short 
time," said Mitchel "It’s a 
dam hard climb. The dust Is 
too thin and mushy and the 
suits are bulky and all those 
problems are rolled to¬ 
gether."

"It was just too great," 
said Shepard. “And the 
boulders and the craters and 
everything." 

Not all of the second moon 
walk had the grimness of the 
brutal climb up Cone Crater. 

Their 9,000-foot trek, longer 
than any made during the two 
previous moon landings, pro¬ 
duced a scientific harvest. 

The astronauts gathered 
chunks of white rock they 
discovered near the Cone rim. 
They made readings with a 
magnetometer which tells 
scientists about the moon’s 
magnetic field.

and particularly in Quebec, 
that results be achieved." 

Premier Bennett said Fri¬ 
day that he felt constitutional 
discussions should be put 
aside to deal with the much 
more pressing federal prob¬ 
lem of unemployment. 

If no progress can be 
reported by Tuesday evening. 
Turner would obviously face 
d i f f iculties in explaining 
where things go from there. 
It is thought here that the 
odds in favor of apparent 
progress were stacked fairly 
high before the minister 
would make these remarks. 

He has visited all 10 
provinces recently, talking 
with provincial leaders about 
the forthcoming conference. 
He was armed with a long 
series .of proposals and 
counter proposals, on which 
he received and offered opin¬ 
ions. 


It is believed he told all the 
provinces how important it is 
to achieve progress before the 
Quebec moderates become 
impatient with the process. 

The difficulties in Quebec 
last fall added some convinc¬ 
ing arguments. 

Since it’s virtually impos¬ 
sible for Canada’s political 
leaders to make any spec¬ 
tacular breakthrough in the 
general constitutional review, 
there is speculation that the 
apparent progress will come 
through agreement on a 
formula whereby the present 
constitution can be amended 
in Canada. 

Since the British North 
America Act was passed by 
Britain in 1867, Britain’s 
approval has been needed for 
any change in the act. 
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In answer to questions 
Friday. Prime Minister Tru¬ 
deau said that Ottawa and 
Quebec have not agreed on 
such a formula. But this does 
not rule out the possibility 
that the two governments, 
and perhaps moat others, 
have informally agreed to 
formally agree this week. 

One member of the joint 
Senate - Commons committee 
on the constitution, a Liberal, 
has said there is such agree¬ 
ment between Quebec and 
Ottawa. 

Back in 1964 there was near¬ 
agreement on an amending 
formula. Quebec finally 
objected to some of the 
proviiions. 

This time, federal officials 
have been in extremely close 
contact with Quebec from the 
beginning, and there have 
been frequent meetings with 
all provincial governments at 
the official level. 

Whatever advanced infor¬ 
mation is in the hands of 
federal minister and offi¬ 
cials. there seems to be a 
higher degree of optimism 
this time than was apparent 
at any of the other confer¬ 
ences over the last three 
years. 


HOUSTON (UPI) — The 
next Apollo moonflight team 
will land on the base of some 
of the moon’s highest moun¬ 
tains in July, spend 66 hours 
there, and cover up to 25 
mile* at lunar landscape with 
an electric car. 

Apollo 15 commander David 
Scott and his copilots, Alfred 
Morden and James Irwin, will 
also make a spacewalk a 
quarter of a million miles 
from Earth and put a small 
automated satellite in lunar 
orbit. 


They also described for¬ 
mations of rocks with the 
sharp eye of trained geolo¬ 
gists. and drove a core tube 
more than two feet into the 
soil. The tube preserves the 
material in its pristine layers 
for study on earth. 

Scientists on Earth were 
elated with the results of 
Apollo 14’s lunar visit, par¬ 
ticularly with Shepard and 
Mitchell’s moon walks. 

Excellent data was being 
received at Mission Control 
Saturday from the science 
station. 


Obviously much more ambi¬ 
tious than the Apollo 14 
expedition, the Apollo 15 
mission will last 11 days and 
Scott and Irwin will double 
the 33H hours that Alan 
Shepard and Edgar Mitchell 
spent on the moon. 

Scott and Irwin will conduct 
three excursions over the 
lunar terrain lasting up to 
seven hours apiece. They will 
carry their own transporta¬ 
tion for the first time, a new 
four-wheeled, battery-powered 
car called a lunar rover. 

Apollo 15 is scheduled for 
launch July 25 from Cape 
Kennedy, but project officials 
say the moon car’s test 
schedule is "very tight’’ and 
any major problems probably 
would delay its delivery. 

The rover is scheduled to 
arrive at the Kennedy space 
centre April 1 for final, 
prelaunch checkout. If it is 
significantly late, the Apollo 
15 would be delayed until late 
August.

Ex-B.C. Residents 
Foodless 28 Days 
Before Shipwreck. 


VANCOUVER (CP) - A 
dory is unfolding of a ship- 
wrack on a remote South 
Pacific island preceded by 
28 days without food. 

Reported being nursed back 
to health aft Kusaie Island in 
the Eastern Caroline Islands, 
a United Nations trusteeship 
territory, are Paul George. 
36, and his two eldest sons; 
John Manley, 22, and an 
unidentified cook. 

Their rescue after the 35- 
foot saHing ketch See Queen 
ran aground on a reef Jan. 
21 was reported in a letter 
dated Jan. 26. It was sent to 
the Los Angeles Times by 
Eric Larsen, principal of the 
Kusaie high school. 

In Vancouver Friday, Doug¬ 
las Manley, father of John 
Manley, said hia first word 
of the shipwreck was a tele¬ 
gram he received from his 
son Jan. 28 which said all 
were safe. 

He said that since then he 
has tried td make contact 
with the island through 
search and rescue officials 
and the airlines but found 
there is no airport on the 
island His telegrams have 
not been answered. 


The senior Manley said he 
does dot know how the tele¬ 
gram was sent but he believes 
it may have been relayed by 
a passing ship. Prior to the 
telegram, the last word he 
received from his son was 
from Pago Pago in Septem¬ 
ber. 

The school principal’s letter 
said the Sea Queen party left 
the island of Tagotago in Mid- 
October and the craft’s mast 
was lost In a aeries of storms. 

A tempory rigging was set 
up but they hit another storm 
near the island of Tarawa and 
finally drifted aground. TTiey 
were reported to have been 
without food for 28 days 
before being wrecked. 

Paul George and his wife 
Janet operated an antique 
store in Vancouver from June, 
1969, to mid-1970. The family 
is believed to be from Hawaii 
but had lived for some time in 
California.

Laos: Somebody Got Cold Feet

SAIGON — The planned 
South Vietnamese invasion of 
communist Installations in 
Laos was called off last week 
when somebody in Washing¬ 
ton got cold feet. 

The incursions had defi¬ 
nitely been scheduled to start 
last Monday or Tuesday. It 
was held back, officers in 
Saigon believe, at the prompt¬ 
ing of the U.S. state depart¬ 
ment. 

Despite this, a cross-border 
operation may yet take place. 
The South Vietnamese troops 


who would march are now 
poised opposite the Ho Chi 
Minh trail and the Laotian 
town o t Tcbepone. The de¬ 
cision is now being weighed 
by Saigon and Washington. 

The “cold feet’’ assessment 
was that of ranking civilian 
and military sources in the 
U.S. establishment in Saigon. 
Although the possibility that 
the operation was a massive 
feint cannot be dismissed, 
these sources insist this was 
not the case. They insist it 
was a well conceived military 
plan which got botched up 
when oo-ordination broke 



down among top Washington 
officials. 

It appears that the main 
factor in halting the thrust 
was hesitation which surfaced 
at the last moment in the

state department or among 
President Nixon's top civilian 
advisers. 

This was influenced by 
questioning cables from the 
U.S. ambassador in Vientiane, 


G. McMurtrfe Godley, who, 
like his predecessors, is called 
‘‘The General” because he 
personally directs American 
military operations in Laos. 

The unanswered question is 
why the military side of the 
operation was cleared through 
the chiefs of staff and White 
House without similarly being 
thought-out for political and 
dip! omatic considerations. 
Th&e factors, hinging pri¬ 
marily on possible North 
Vietnamese reaction against 
shaky Laos, evidently did not 


get put into the computer 
until the operation was too 
far along to be stopped 
entirely. 

It is assumed by officials in 
Saigon that Laotian Premier 
Souvaona Phouma was get¬ 
ting restive at the worldwide 
concern. Although he has 
privately given Washington 
carte blanche to bomb the Ho 
Chi Minh trail — which runs 
through sparsely populated 
terrain never really controlled 
by Vientiane — approving a 
land incursion by South Viet¬ 
namese troops would be more 
politically difficult.

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More Fun with Figures 


TF THE CAMPBELL at the dvic helm in Vancou- 
1 ver qualifies to be known as Tom Terrific, the 
Campbell in the B.C. cabinet deserves no less to be 
called Dan Dreadful in municipal circles. Affec¬ 
tionately, of course. Dan's back at it again. 

Last fall the munitipal affairs minister dted 
three-way comparisons of administrative costs in 
B.C. municipalities in an attempt to show that 
some figures were so far out of line that the local 
councils ought to do something about it if they 
expected more senior-government aid. 

Now he has produced comparisons of per- 
capita costs in Burnaby and in the four inner 
Greater Victoria municipalities. He claims they 
show that a saving of nearly half a million dollars 
in salaries of senior staff alone would be possible in 
Victoria through amalgamation. Again the theme 
is that the municipalities should “put their own 
house in order" before asking for more provincial 
or federal money. 

Quite possibly Mr. Campbell is right. Unfortu¬ 
nately once more his statistics don’t prove it, for he 
doesn’t show that Burnaby oranges equal Victoria 
apples. He merely asserts that the district of 
Burnaby is a municipal area similar to Greater 
Victoria. 

For the previous comparisons, administrative 
costs were related to population, parcels of land 
assessed, and'total expenditures. As we remarked 


at the time, “Each tells a different ({ory, And none 
the whole truth.” 

A per-capita cost measurement can be a great 
distortion because population alone does not 
determine how much municipal service is required. 
Victoria and Vancouver, for instance, must provide 
services for the people of the neighboring 
municipalities who daily crowd into them, and for 
the accommodations they use, including Burnaby 
people in Vancouver’s case. The other forms of 
comparison similarly can be misleading because of 
other variables, although perhaps less so. 

But, apart from total salaries of “selected 
municipal officials,” it is to the per-capita figures 
that Mr. Campbell mainly goes for his new look, 
this time at costs of delivering services—public 
works, fire and police protection, waste removal 
and administration. In each case, he says, there is 
‘tar too great a disparity” with Burnaby having 
the lower costs. 

The validity of his judgment would be less 
open to question if he were also to show what the 
residents of the two areas are receiving for their 
money. Would he have us accept, for instance, that 
Burnaby spent $880,560 on public works in 1969 
and Greater Victoria $2,216,451 and the difference 
was in efficiency? 

No, it’s oranges and apples again. Just more of 
Dan Dreadful’s fun with figures. 


A Solid Foundation 


GUILDERS OF HOUSES have been told they 
^ must pay particular attention to the needs of 
Canadians and concentrate on providing shelter for 
persons in the lower income brackets. The advice 
comes from Robert Andras, federal minister 
responsible for housing. He was addressing an 
Edmonton convention of the National House 
Builders’ Association which, during its delibera¬ 
tions, changed its name to the Housing and Urban 
Development Association. 

Mr. Andras displayed a surprising amount of 
optimism for the house building industry, claiming 
economic indicators point to a record year with 
starts on 220,000 units which would be 10,000 
more than the previous high year of 1969. 

No doubt he has good reason for the 
optimism, but nothing obvious has appeared yet to 
make contractors start jumping with joy, and with 
them, of course, the people in need of proper 
housing. 

The convention delegates were told more 
money is expected to be available in the mortgage 
market, which does not say a great deal. Nor does 
the announcement that the federal government’s 
innovative housing program will continue this 
year, perhaps with slightly less money. The 
program provided 1,000 units across the nation last 
year. 

It is sad there isn’t something more solid on 


which housing hopes can be pinned. As in the 
unemployment crisis, something immediate is 
needed, something perhaps along the lines of a 
scheme that is under active consideration in 
Britain for extension of home ownership. 

There is a firm belief among the Conservative 
members of Parliament there that a pay-«s-you 
earn mortgage plan to help young couples to buy 
their homes likely will be announced shortly by the 
government. 

Object of the scheme is to relate mortgage 
repayments to the husband’s wage so that they 
would be low in the first few years, rising later as 
the family income increases. 

Older people wanting to own homes are not 
being forgotten either. Under consideration is a 
pay-as-you-draw-your-pension plan. And a modifi¬ 
cation of qualifications whiah builders require 
before giving a mortgage Is being studied as well 

Canadian builders also see the need for 
housing encouragement. They are asking Ottawa 
for a central mortgage bank through which 
residential mortgages could be bought and sold. 
They feel this would stabilize home financing, 
make the supply of funds more elastic and create 
an improved climate for housing. 

It is all very well for Mr. Andras to be 
optimistic, but there must be a solid foundation on 
which to build hope.

They came to head a 
hassling of federal and pro¬ 
vincial welfare officials in 
session at the government's 
“new” conference centre in 
“old” Union Station. 

And they scared federal 
Health and Welfare Minister 
John Munro off his feet, 
literally. For down he plopped 
onto the floor to “rap" with 
them, as they called it, 
enduring their scolding and 
frequently screaming m i I i- 
tancy for an hour.

To demonstrate just how 
contemptuous they were of 
the establishment which they 
were demanding feed, house, 
clothe and entertain them as 
a continuing way of welfare 
life, one of the “careerist 
poor” urinated in a waste¬ 
basket on the floor of the 
conference centre rotunda 
just a few feet from where 
Health Minister Munro 
squatted so meekly. 

They certainly made an 
impression on him. 

For as he sat there among 
them, head down and doing 
all of the listening while they 
did the talking, perhaps a 
little intimidated, he came 
through with exactly the right 
response they demanded of 
him. 

“If the government doesn’t 
do something for the poor 
there will be serious and 
unfortunate trouble.” he con¬ 
ceded. and they promised him 
indeed there would.

It ail started pretty low key 
earlier in the day with a 
routine “protest march” on 
Parliament Hill with other 
militants, the Maoists, hip¬ 
pies, Lapalme mail truck 
drivers, women’s lib. campus 
radicals and assorted

self-proclaimed F L Q parti¬ 
sans crowding Into the act. 

Then they went to the 
S48.00q,000 National Arts 
Centre to draft a “manifesto” 
tor the welfare officials.

Rather ei\ extraordinary 
sum of moWy for a represen¬ 
tative of the poor to be 
carrying, it was suggested to 
him. 

Not at all, he explained. It 
had been "loaned” to the 
poor, but by whom he de¬ 
clined to disclose. 

There was a phone in the 
rotunda and a lineup to put 
through long distance calls to 
Toronto and Montreal? but the 
operator on the government 
switchboard refused to co¬ 
operate.

of the room.

Moon Explorations 
Solely for Science

Why do we have to go back to the moon again 
and again? 

"The time to have asked that question is before we 
started," said Maurice Ewing, the director of Columbia 
University’s Lamont-Doherty Geological Observatory, which 
Is monitoring seismometers left on the moon. But, he 
continued, "to ask Jthat question now is 'preposterous'. We 
have .spent $24 billion to get there and are Just reaping 
dividends." 

Nevertheless, the question is being asked more frequently 
and more pointedly about the Apollo program following the 
dramatic July, 1969, initial manned lunar landing. Why are so 
many flights needed when the astronauts seem to be doing 
the same things over and over? 


Space scientists point out that the primary purpose of the 
Apollo program was not just landing on the moon. It was to 
master the techniques of working in space and to carry out 
the scientific exploration of the moon. 

Apollo 14 and the remaining three lunar missions — 
Apollo 15, 16 and 17 — have no other purpose than science. 
No one knows exactly what their use will be. But they are the 
missions with the most potential scientific payoff because 
they will take man to areas vastly different from those on 
which he set foot during the early voyages. And so they may 
clear up the mysteries and controversies that have boiled up 
over the moon data. 

Ewing, whose lab recorded the impact of Apollo 14’• third- 
stage rocket when It crashed on the moon (to get new 
information on the moon’s interior), said his college science 
teacher once told him: “When you get a good experiment 
going, you must carry it far beyond the point where the first 
exciting results come in." * 

★ * ★ 

"We hive reached a comparable stage In tie Apollo 
program," Ewing said. . . If we give up now, it may well 
be 50 years before science gets another chance to examine 
the moon ... we have the opportunity — probably only once 
— to study a planet in a very early phase of its evolution. We 
desperately need more data from sites representing different 
morphological (structural) areas of the moon." 

Nevertheless, opponents of the Apollo program argue that 
the repetitiveness of the missions has dampened interest In 
man-in-space. Before the Apollo series ends late next year, 
six astronaut teams will have made the 500,000*mi)e trip — 
all to set up scientific experiments and bring home mocjn 
rocks. 


Moonwalks are becoming less relevant to the man in tha 
street and even to scientists, according to Ralph E. Lapp, a 
leading Washington physicist, author, and long-standing critic 
of the space program, y 

"Despite the value of the information to science, it has 
been very difficult to translate the value of lunar rock into 
something the average person can understand and place any 
value on ... at $400 million a throw (per mission), one can 
think of an awful lot of other things one can do in science. 

'Tm sure if you put it to a vote of the scientific 
community, it would be 99 per cent against tbe moon 


program if they could see the money going into supportive 
research on earth." 

- Space scientists say, however, that man has walked less 
than two miles on the moon. "Suppose you landed on earth 
and went only that far," a space agency official said. "Would 
you want that to typify the earth? It would be like landing in 
Massachusetts and New York and describing the earth 
without going to Asia or Africa or the Antarctic." 

From the samples returned and the automatic recorders 
left behind from those two brief moonwalks, scientists have 
made these major findings, about the moon: 

• Moon rocks are about 4.6 billion years old — more 
ancient than the oldest rocks found on earth (3.6 billion 
years) or its oldest life (13 billion years). By some 
estimates, the moon is as old as the solar system itself. 

• Yet there Is no sign of life, past or present. Nor any 
trace of water. Still, when it was newly formed, it is possible 
that the moon had water which leaked away. 

If the moon once had moisture, scientists wonder, is it 
possible that the first moiecutar steps from non-living 
chemicals to living matter took place — stopping on the 
threshold of life? If we can find those primordial molecules 
preserved In hmar matter, we can get a due to how life 
developed on an earthlike planet. 

• The lunar rocks are composed of the same chemical 

dements as those found on earth, but in sharply different 
proportions. That finding has prompted many scientists to 
discard tha long-held theory that the moon once was ripped 
from the earth. Instead, they are leaning to the belief that it 
was formed from a ring of debris circling the earth while our 
planet was still only partly shaped. < 


1V> a scientist like Robert Jastrow, the director of the 
Goddard Institute for Space Studies, Apollo 14 is the most 
exciting mission so far. The first two^ lunar trips were to 
lowland areas, solidified lava basins called lunar "seas."

mountainous section which majrTje many millions of years 
older than the seas. Possibly, it may contain the moon’s most 
elemental composition. 

"We are going back to a period of history of which no 
record remains on earth, the first billion years in the history 
of the solar system," Jastrow said. "During this period, life 
appeared on earth. It is of the greatest importance for us to 
know whet conditions were like then. We can’t find out on 
earth. We hope to find out on the moon." 


Beyond the endless quest for scientific knowledge, there 
is still one impelling reason for man’s return to the moon. It 
is for the same challenging reason that he made that first 
tentative trip into space a decade ago. 

"The earth is the cradle of the mind," said the Soviet’s 
famous pioneer of astronautics. Konstantin Triolkovsky. "But 
one cannot live in the cradle forever."

Failure of Rolls Royce Stuns Britain

Car Almost a Way of Life’

The aristocracy of Britain have always taught 
their sons that the gentleman who goes to Poole’s 
for his clothes, Purdy for his guns and Hardy for his 
rods, goes to Rolls-Royce for his motorcars. 

Now the firm of Rolls-Royce is crumbling. Without cash to 
meet its commitments because of unexpected development ooste 
on a new jet engine tor ockheed’s projected Tri-Star air bus, the 
firm went into receivership. It’s fate was the subject of talks at 
the level of chiefs of state, specifically Prime Minister Edward 
Heath and President Nixon. 

"Never i n my wildest 
dream, or nightmare, did 1 
think It was as bad as this,” 

Frederick Corfield, minister 
of aviation supply, told the 
House of Commons as he ex¬ 
plained what had happened. 

* * ★ 


Rolls Royce la more than 
supplier of air, sea and land 
engines to the military forces 
of 70 nations. It is more than 
the producer of engines for 
200 airlines. It is more than 
Britain’s 14th largest em¬ 
ployer (88,000 workers). Rolls 
Royce Is more than an 
engine, an automobile, a 
company. 

Rolls Royce, said the 
London Evening News, is 
"The Union Jack disguised as 
a trade mark." The Daily 
Mirror said, "Without Rolls 
Royce Britain would lose not 
only prestige, but almost a 
way of life." 

★ * ★ 

Firms around the world 
touted their product as the 
Rolls Royce of its field. Even 
the Royal Dublin Society 
described Friesians as "a 
type of milk-producing animal 
which is known to the man-in- 
the-street as the Rolls Royce 
cow." 

Rolls Royce spawned a 
school of wit. For example, 
The Times of London classi¬ 
fied ad: "Titled motor-car 
wishes to dispose of rather 
ordinary owner." 

★ ★ ★ 

Rolls Royce has special 
clout. In wartime Britain, to 
win the favor of Saudi 
Arabia’s king, Winston 
Churchill stopped tank pro¬ 
duction at the Rolls Royce 
plant at Crewe long enough to 
produce one limousine. 

Over hotel dinner, Mr. Rolls 
corporately married Mr. 
Royce. The Hon. Charles 
Stewart Rolls, an Edwardian 
dandy who had shocked Eton 
by his interest in tools, and 


Henry Royce, a poor man’s 
son with novel ideas about 
engines, produced their first 
car in 1904. 

It cost $948. The Duke of 
Connaught said it was amus¬ 
ing. Two years later the pair 
produced their first big auto 
— the six cylinder Silver 
Ghost — and called it "the 
world’s finest motor car." 

The world agreed. King 
Edward VII rode in one. 
Kaiser Wilhelm inspected the 
R-R radiator emblem and put 
his imperial eagle on his 
model. Czar Nicholas of 
Russia bought two Silver 
Ghosts. Americans bought 
eight. A legend was bbrn. 

Rolls met Ihe Wright 
Brothers, took up flying and, 
In 1910, became the first 
Englishman to die in aviation. 
Royce soon collapsed from 
overwork. 

The firm took up aero 
engines in the First World 
War. They powered air racers 
between the wars. The Spit¬ 
fires and Hurricanes of the 
Battle of Britain zoomed on 
Rolls Royce power. 

♦ ★ ★ 

In 1943 the firm took over 
Sir Frank Whittles jet 
engine. For a generation it 
led in the field. The car 
division kept going — 60,000 
Rolls have been made; they 
cost at least $24,000 In London 
and there is a 15-month 
waiting list. The autos made 
a $16.8 million profit last 
year. 

It was tiie aero that brought 
the auto down.

In 1968, with U.S. industrial 
might dominating the western 
world’s aviation production, 
managing director Sir David 
Huddle decided to rival the 
Americans. 

He underbid General Elec¬ 
tric and Pratt and Whitney to

Airlines are low men on the 
stock market totem poles 
these days — the shares of 
one cosmetic company are 
equal in value to the out¬ 
standing shares of all Ameri¬ 
can airlines. 

Facing all these threats to 
their incomes, the airlines 
are being caught in a unique 
squeeze that few other com¬ 
panies have to contend with — 
in order to entice more cus¬ 
tomers they have to keep 
providing bigger and better 
planes which they cant fill.

B.C.’s Tug o’ War That Warmed Winter ot 71

It was all they could talk about that 
winter. As ladies stepped out of their 
carriages for card parties or gathered 
with their husbands outside church on 
Sunday mornings, or in the musty 
offices of the Birdcage—will British 
Columbia really go ahead and join 
Canada? 

Hindsight allows 20*20 vision, and 
looking back to that spring of 1871 it 
seems obvious that British Columbians 
took a logical step in seeking to enter 
Confederation. The economic and politi¬ 
cal realities of the day left them no 
alternative.

But, British Columbians, 
and particularly Victorians, 
were sharply divided on the 
issue. There were many who 
were absolutely against Con¬ 
federation, favouring union 
with the United States. 

The Colonist of the day, at 
that time under the editorship 
of John Robson (later to 
become premier), classified 
popular opinion into four 
groups. 

There were, he told his 
readers, the modest and 
reasoning Confederationists; 
the red-hot, unreasoning Con¬ 
federationists; the reasoning 
and honest anti-Confederation¬ 
ists; and, the unreasoning and 
unreasonable anti-Confedera- 
tionists. 

Part of the opinion on the 
question to join or not to join 
was based upon national and 
racial origin. There were 
those, while enjoying the 
protection of the British 
Colony, were in fact, Ameri¬ 
cans. These tended to follow 
the American viewpoint, 
which was that it was “right, 
proper and desirable” that 
the whole of B.C. be annexed 
to the United States.

Each local view and preju¬ 
dice was projected on the 
larger screen of international 
politics. The government in 
Washington, D.C. was under 
pressure to demand that B.C. 
be ceded to the United States 
in return for losses the U.S. 
government suffered at the 
hands of the British privateer 
Alabama during the Civil 
War, 

The drifters from the Cali¬ 
fornia goldrush of 1849 and 
other Americans resident in 
Victoria could still remember 
the words of U.S. Secretary of 
State William Henry Seward,

who spoke to a banquet 
audience at the Alhambra 
Hall in 1869. Seward was the 
sharp Yankee who, In the 
tradition of the Puritans who 
bought Manhattan Island for 
a string of beads, had shown 
the same acumen in picking 
up the giant piece of real 
estate of Alaska from the 
Russians for 17 million. 

Seward spoke of the broad 
fields of activity and enter¬ 
prise that lay ahead in North 
America and told his Victoria 
hosts, "I take the liberty to 
invite the people of British 
Columbia to enter as co¬ 
partners if they will, as rivals 
if they must.” 

On his return to New York, 
a curious newspaper reporter 
asked Seward if the U.S. was 
going to* fake over B.C. The 
canny Seward replied, “It’s 
very much as it is when a 
man is courting a woman. If 
he shows an undue anxiety 
and haste to get her, the 
chances are against his get¬ 
ting her at all. If he shows no 
particular anxiety about it the 
probability is that he will get 
her very easily." 

If the Americans were busy 
with their own plans for 
British Columbia and sound¬ 
ing out support within the 
colony, the pro-Confederation- 
ists could take heart, because 
com mercial and political 
powers in Ottawa and London 
were equally concerned about 
Britain's outpost of empire on 
the Pacific coast.

Lord Lytton, as early as 
1858, had been concerned with 
consolidating the colonies in 
North America to keep them 
out of the U.S. orbit, and in 
1864, it was the Duke of 
Newcastle’s turn to express 
the same ooncem. 

It was Newcastle who had 
also expressed concern in the 

House of Lords about the 
influence of the Hudson Bay 
Company on Vancouver 
Island. 

While the staunchly loyal 
British settlers plodded the 
muddy streets of Victoria 
discussing the future of B.C. 
and their more affluent com¬ 
panions sipped sherry and 
biscuits wondering what Otta¬ 
wa and London might do, 
there were those who were 
not content with vapid debate. 


Did London 
Really Care? 


There was a definite mood 
of action and feeling that 
there was a need for fast 
action. Anthony Musgrave, 
governor of the colony of 
British Columbia, was author¬ 
ized by Gladstone’s Liberal 
government in London to see 
what steps might be taken to 
bring British Columbia into 
the Dominion of Canada. 

Then, as now, the value of 
the province's position from a 
strategic standpoint on the 
Pacific and her vast undevel¬ 
oped natural resources was 
apparent on the far side of 
the globe. 

Musgrave noted in his cor¬ 
respondence to Earl Gran¬ 
ville, colonial secretary in the 
Gladstone government: “The 
more prominent agitators for 
Confederation are a small 
knot of Canadians who hope 
that it may be possible to 
make fuller representative 
institutions and reasonable 
government part of the new 
arrangements and that they 
may so place themselves in 
positions of influence and 
emolument.” 

If, on the one hand, the 
Americans wanted B.G., and 
on the other. Her Majesty’s 
government in London 
favored Confederation "there 
was, as always, a staunchly 
conservative element, particu¬ 
larly in Victoria, which was 
absolutely appalled that the 
colonial office was going to 
abandon them. 

Attorney-General Henry 
Crease was disgusted with the 
attitude of the London admin¬ 
istration. He was thoroughly 
convinced that staying a 
colony within the empire upon 
which the sun never set was 
the most important thing in 
the world. 

He was also thoroughly 
convinced that the Gladstone 
a d m i n i s t r ation thought 
“nothing but of trade and 


dollars. Honor and prestige 
and national repute are mere 
counters in their hand to play 
at dollars with.” 

His attitude was exempli¬ 
fied in that of other colonial 
civil servants who, as soon as 
Confederation seemed a real¬ 
ity, applied for jobs in other 
part* of the empire. 

Some businessmen also felt 
that Confederation could be 
interpreted as a lack of 
concern by Great Britain for 
her colony. A couple went so 
far as to prepare a petition to 
U.S. president Ulysses Grant 
seeking annexation with the 
U.S. 

Their intention was to pro¬ 
voke London indirectly. 

While popular opinion 
eddied, Governor Musgrave 
was busy in Victoria explor¬ 
ing the machinery that would 
ultimately bring B.C. into 
Confederation. From the 
mainland he chose Dr. Robert 
Carrall, an ardent and vocal 
supporter of Confederation, 
and from Victoria, Dr. John 
Helmcken, who, oddly enough, 
had been elected on an anti- 
Confederation platform. 

It was on March 9, 1870, 
that Attorney-General Crease 
and Lands Commissioner 
Joseph Trutch, later to be¬ 
come lieutenant governor, in- 
t r oduced a Confederation 
resolution to the colonial 
Legislature. 


No Broad Base 
For Revenue 

While large economic con¬ 
siderations colored the atti¬ 
tude of London and Washing¬ 
ton, the pressing matters of 
local finance were still the 
principal topic of considera¬ 
tion when the Crease-Trutch 
resolution went into its third 
day of debate in Victoria. 

The colony was on the 
verge of bankruptcy and 
there was also the pressing 
need for a road or railroad to 
provide communication across 
the vast dominion. 

British Columbia’s financial 
problems in 1871 paralleled 
those that were to haunt 
politicians in (lie years to 
come. It was incredibly ex¬ 
pensive to build toads into the 
vast interior and the rich 
natural resources of the prov¬ 
ince required capital for 
development. 

Wheh the gold bonanza 
declined and the fur trade 
was no longer so lucrative, 
the oolony still had to meet 
its administrative costs, but 
without any broad base for 
revenue. 

Finally, the historic decision 
to send a delegation to 
Ottawa with draft terms was 
passed unanimously. 

It was Sir George Cartier 
who met the British Colum¬ 
bians in Ottawa. His reception 
was warm and friendly. Brit¬ 


ish Columbia’s financial prob¬ 
lems were solved with the 
wiping out of more than $1 
million in debts and the 
promise that there would be 
grants and subsidies from the 
central government to put the 
economy of B.C. on a sound 
basis. 

There was also the assur¬ 
ance that the federal govern¬ 
ment would bring what pres¬ 
sure it could on London to see 
that the Royal Navy re¬ 
mained at Esquimalt. Cartier 
also said the federal govern¬ 
ment would back a loan for 
the building of a drydock in 
the Victoria suburb. 

The B.C. delegate* had 
hoped for an extension of the 
road from Fort Garry but 
dropped the idea when the 
federal government proposed 
the railway. 

On January 5, 1871, Gover¬ 
nor Musgrave outlined the 
proposals to the Colonial 
Council in Victoria. Thirteen 
days later they were accepted 
unanimously. 

Railway Spike 
In House Craw 

Still, despite the enthusiasm 
in Victoria, it was a different 
story when Trutch went back 
to Ottawa and found both 
Liberal and Conservative 
members aghast at the terms 
Cartier had agreed to. The 
railway was the spike that 
stuck in the craw of the 

The Liberal members were 
appalled at what they con¬ 
strued as a bribe to bring 
B.C. into Confederation. On¬ 
tario, largely represented by 


Conservatives, couldn’t stom¬ 
ach the suggestion that the 
federal taxpayers might have 
to pay the cost of building a 
railway to a part of the 
country they regarded as 
remote and uncharted — an 
attitude that has been hardly 
tempered by the passage of a 
century. 

Trutch and Cartier, both 
able politicians, worked hard 
and Cartier convinced the 
House that it would be private 
enterprise money that would 
ultimately build the railway. 

On May 16, the British 
government produced the 
order-in-council that deter¬ 
mined July 20, 1871 as* tbe 
date British Columbia would 4 
enter the Dominion as a full- 
fledged Canadian province. 

The celebrations this year 
on New Year’s Eva were 
premature, for It was at 
midnight July 19, 1871 that 
cannons roared, church bells 
rang and a fireworks display 
greeted the birth of B.C. as a 
province. 

Joseph Trutch, who had 
served his colony so well as a 
negotiator, was the choice of 
Sir John A. Macdonald, the 
federal prime minister, as the 
province’s first lieutenant- 
governor. 

Even The Daily Colonist 
founder Amor De Cosmos was 
happy with the choice, though 
he was infuriated when 
Trutch chose John Foster 
McCreight as the first prem¬ 
ier of the new province. 

The issue of Confederation 
had reso lved after violent and 

from the passions of econ¬ 
omic considerations and sen¬ 
timental affiliation — themes 
that stir B.C.’s politics to this 
day.

Bigger Issues 


If Confederation was the chief topic of 
conversation in B.C. in the years preceding 
the historic events of 1871, the rest of Canada 
was preoccupied with equally large issues. 

There was still the feeling in Britain that 
Canada should fulfil the traditional colonial 
role of supplying raw materials to the Old 
World and buying back manufactured goods. 

The Maritime provinces and Quebec City 
enjoyed a secondary industry in the building 
of beautiful wooden ships, but steel-hulled 
vessels brought an end to that. 

When British Columbia entered Confed¬ 
eration in 1871, flour and lumber milling 
accounted for more than 40 per cent of total 
Canadian industry. Foreign capital in the 
Maritimes developed railways, and with them, 
the coal industry. 

Then, as now, the young dominion was 
vitally concerned with the activities of its 
giant neighbor to the south. Britain had 
complicated Canada’s position by some med¬ 
dling with the Southern U.S. cause, and in the 
late 1860s Sir John A. Macdonald was still 
trying to mend fences with the Americans. 

He was, in fact, so busy at this task that 
he was in Washington, not Ottawa, when the 
B.C. delegation went east and Sir George Car- 
tier met the party. 

The year before, Riel had aroused the 
Metis along the Red River and had inflamed 
national passions when he executed Thomas 
Scott, a young Irish-Canadian who had 
challenged his right to rule. 

The Canadian and Imperial governments 
suppressed Riel, as much to show the United 
States that the dominion was in full command 
of her territory as to quell a domestic rebellion.

IN OTHER WORDS 

Arthur F. Bums, chairman 
of the board of governors of 
the U.S. Federal Reserve 
System >— the U.S. equivalent 
of the Bank of Canada — has 
been explaining his interpre¬ 
tation of the term "Incomes 
policy."

In other words "incomes 
policy” sounds very like what 
government or Bank of Can¬ 
ada "guidelines” means to 


Canadians. They are not 
orders but strong recom¬ 
mendations which most re¬ 
sponsible groups will acoapt. 

But there are always others 
who won’t, as the Price and 
Incomes Commission has 
found out. 


HOLIDAYS BY THE SCORE 

A holiday survey made by 
the Administrative Manage¬ 
ment Society in Canada and 
the United States has shown 
that Canadians observe their 
main holidays more unani¬ 
mously than they do in the 
United States. 

In Canada there is virtually 
100 per cent observance of 
New Year’s Day, Christmas 
Day, Good Friday. Victoria 
Day, Dominion Day and - 

About 93 per cent observe 
Labor Day ; 81 per cent take 
one civic holiday or another, 
and 65 per cent observe 
Boxing Day. 

While the U.S. la also fairly 
unanimous about Christmas, 
Thanksgiving, New Year's 
Day and Labor Day, adher¬ 
ence to the others is less 
unanimous.

What bothers most MP» —

It was the second such 
commutation for a killer of 
policemen.

Square” of the Trudeau cabi¬ 
net, felt an obligation, a duty, 
a compulsion to do something 
as solicitor general and, in 
fact, "chief of the RCMP. 

So he left the cabinet and 
Trudeau appointed Jean 
Pierre Goyer in Ms place — 
which caused a short uproar 
in the- RCMP. Goyer is the 
second Quebecer to head the 
RCMP. 

Pierre Trudeau was the 
first — and that set off such 
RCMP turmoil that then 
Prime Minister Lester Pear¬ 
son split the Justice depart¬ 
ment, with the Mounties being 
placed in charge of the newly- 
separated solicitor - general’s 
department.

Floods Change Quinsam River 


The Quinsam has changed 
since we last fished slcelhaad 
on it. 

Floods of three winters ago 
washed out the pools and 
riffles, cut new channels and 
silted up some of the old 
favorite steelhead lies. 

When we fished the Quin¬ 
sam with John Ebert a few 
years ago he could almost 
call the cast that would take 
a steelhead. He knew every 
rock behind which a steelhead 
would rest and every little 
•lick up which the 


As long as the river was in 
reasonable fishing condition, 
we could be fairly certain of 
taking a steelhead. 

All that baa changed. "I 
haven't really caught enough 
steelhead in the Quinsam 
since the floods to know the 
best water," Ebert confided a 
couple of weeks ago as we 
trudged along the banks 
through more than a foot of 
fresh snow.

The Swimming Hole Pool 
Just below the bridge, where 
we used to be foirly certain of 
getting at least a touch in the 
slick that formed at a big 
boulder three-quarters across 
the pool, or in the cut along 
the logs at the far bank, ian’t 
really there any more. 

It now is really Just a gut 
of water ...with a few 
boulders but no depth. 

Upstream the Pipeline Pool, 
an old favorite when John and 
I took a limit before it was 
light enough in the morning to 
take pictures, is not good 
holding water any more, but 
it is still fishable. 


The Forestry Pool, just a 
little downstream, is not the 
same as it was, but it will 
still hold fish. It is not so 
easy to fish in high water as 
it was because of a side- 
stream that has developed. 

The best way to fish the 
Quinsam now is to pack a 
lunch and Just hike upstream 
giving a touch atafltoe Hkrty- 
looking spots. \ 

There is good fishing water 
through the campsite which is 
where the Quinsam Joins the 
Campbell at the bridge on the 
John Hart Dam road. 

Or you can start at the old 
Argonaut bridge above the 
swimming hole and fish 
downstream o r upstream. 
Downstream there is a mile 
of good fishing water. There 
is no trail at the top part, but 
it is all accessible water with 
quite a bit of fairly easy 
bushwacking. 

To reach the Argonaut 
bridge, drive along the John 

Hart Road from the intersec¬ 
tion Just before the big 
Campbell River bridge, where 
over the bridge takes you to 


Kelsey Bay, and a left turn, 
along the John Hart road and 
on to Strathcona Park and the 
North Island. Go just .3 miles 
on the John Hart Road and a 
left turn takes you to the old 
Argonaut Road. At j 6 miles 
the forest nursery road is on 
the left and at .8 miles cross 
over the Comax Logging Co. 
road. 

At 1.1 miles you can drop 
over the bank on the right to 
fish the Corner Pool above 
the campsites. At 1.3 miles 
you reached the old bridge 
with fishing above and below. 

You can follow the river tor 
a hundred yards or so, along 
some fishable water, to the 
old Pipeline Pool. The pipe 
doesn’t go across any more, 
but the end of it la still in the

stream, go around a log jam, 
and fish the pool above the 
log jam. About 15 or 20 
minutes walking from the 
Pipeline you cross Cold Creek 
by wading ... hip waders are 
good enough. 

Gold Creek is the tributary 
to the Quinsam which is being 
favorably considered by fed¬ 
eral fisheries for a coho and 
chinoak salmon hatchery. 

You can just keep on 
walking along the river to 
make more than a day’s 
fishing, provided you are 
prepared to do some wading. 

You can also fish upstream 
portions of the Quinsam 
which are often quite produc¬ 
tive, but special knowledge of 
the area, is necessary, or you 
could easily get lost on the 
many side roads. 

One way Is to go up the 
Comax Logging Road for 
•bout 2% miles to an old sand 
and gravel pit and go over 
the steep bank to the river. 


Or you can drive up to the 
first crossing of the EUc 
River Timber Road until you 
hit the bridge over the 
Quinsam, then walk to the 
river and fish. 

There is a way to cone off 
the Forbes Landing Road at 
the garbage dump and follow 
the powerline to the river, but 
it is pretty rough and quite 
easy to get lost.

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Premier Thinks So , but Others Wonder 


Was This Tax Hike Necessary? 


There was one important 
question left unresolved when 
Premier Bennett finished his 
budget speech Friday. Why. a 
reporter asked him later, was 
it possible for the province to 
balance its budget hi the 1970- 
71 fiscal year, admittedly a 
bad one for the economy, 
when it is necessary t» raise 
taxes in the coming year 
which is expected to be good? 

Bennett's reply was eva¬ 
sive. He said. In essence, in 
the current fiscal year, which 
ends March 31. the province 
was coasting on a 21.3 per 
cent increase in revenues 
during the good times of 1%9- 
70. And, the premier added 
quickly, even with the in¬ 
crease contained in his la est 
budget B.C.*s provincial taxes 
are the lowest in Canada 

Pressed for a further ex¬ 
planation, Bennett said he 
was acting on a survey of the 
province’s tax needs over the 
next decade and added if be 
remained as premier and 
finance minister until 1980 
these would be the last tax 
increases to directly affect 
individual citizens. He also 
made it dear that he intended 
to stay in office for that 
length of time if his health 
and the voting public per¬ 
mitted him to. 


In actual fact, however, the 
record shows the premier has 
always under-estimated his 
revenues. And while the 
interim public accounts, cov¬ 
ering the first nine months of 
the current fiscal year, show 
accrued spending running 392 
million over the same period 
last year while revenues are 
only up 382.1 million, there ia 
still the final quarter to 


Bennett keeps insisting — 
he did it again following his 
budget speech Friday — the 
turnaround in the provincial 
economy happened last No¬ 
vember, so revenues should 
be picking up all this year. 
The budget itself bore out this 
optimistic view. He predicted 
the forest industry would 
move ahead again in 1971 and 
other sectors of toe economy 
would also make gains. 

The theme of increased 
spending to maintain the high 

standard of provincial ser¬ 
vices had a constant refrain 
— create more jobs. 

It seems quite clear the 
smokers, the motorists and 
the tourists are going to 
provide the bulk of additional 
money for projects designed 
to create the 25,000 new jobs

that the {vender boasts he 
will create in the province by 
Oct 1. 

The announcement of this 
goal — sealed in the pre¬ 
mier’s office by a handshake 
and a five dollar bet with a 
prominent Vancouver radio 
personality that it would be 
achieved by the given date— 
has been greeted with much 
scepticism by Bennett's 
political enemies. 

NDP leader David Barrett. 

predictably, has stated that 
the 25.000 figure set by the 
government represents the 
rwrmal annual increase in 
jobs created in B.C. And 
Bennett himself has cast 
some suspicion on it by 
claiming that 1.000 of the 
sought-after new jobs were 


filled, with « wave of the 
hand so to apeak, when he 
announced earlier this month 
that 1.000 civil service va¬ 
cancies would be filled. 

Bennett's approach to this 
budget, I think, can be 
summed up in a single 
sentence lifted from his 
speech: “The long run outlook 
for British Columbia’s eco¬ 
nomic progress is excellent 
but to a great degree is 
dependent upon the federal 
government formulating poli¬ 
cies more suitable to nation¬ 
wide economic growth.” 

That says volumes. Given 
control over fiscal policies, 
B.C. is claiming it could set 
most of our economic ills 
right even in this period of 
general recession. But be¬ 


cause this cannot be done 
under our federal system 
Bennett has to resort to 
additional taxes in order to 
create employment. So who 
does he hit? Rising health 
care costs require some 
action so he taps tobacco 
users for 318.5 million. 

Ihe premier, a non-smoker 
and non-drinker, vigorously 
denied claims that be was 
exercising personal prejudice 
in making this choice. But he 
admitted that one facet of the 
tax is designed to “hold down 
the sale of cigarettes.” 

The issue under discussion 
was the secrecy surrounding 
the advance copies of the 
budget speech, which are 
usually distributed to the 
press but this year were 
withheld until Bennett had 
actually finished reading it in 
the House. 

If the tobacco tax, amount¬ 
ing to five cents on a package 
of 25, had been known in 
advance, the premier said, 
people would have rushed out 
to bOy cartons of cigarettes 
instead of, hopefully, holding 
off for the sake of economy 
They would also possibly have 
gone out and bought drums 
full of gasoline in order to 
avoid paying the extra two 


cents a gallon tax. Or so Ben¬ 
nett thinks, and he may be 
right. 

The hotel and motel room 
tax exists practically every¬ 
where else in the world and 
at five per cent ours is 
considerably less than practi¬ 
cally any one else's tax. The 
premier justifies it by saying 
why not charge the tourists 
for some of the services that 
we have to provide for our 
own people and the new¬ 
comers who are flocking here. 

The fact remains that Ben¬ 
nett had a golden opportunity 
to do a great deal about 
unemployment without any 
tax increases. He says in his 
budget speech that Ottawa 
has accelerated by one month 
the remittance of provincial 
income taxes collected by the 
federal government. That 
means B.C. gets 13 instead of 
12 monthly payments this 
year and an additional 328.3 
million g oes into the 
budgetary reserve. 

On top of that an estimated 
311 million advance payment 
— using Bennett's own budget 
figures — was received from 
the federal vocational and 
technical training capital as¬ 


sistance program. Add these 
together into a 340 million 
windfall, tiw'ow in the 3® mil¬ 
lion provincial ludgettary sur¬ 
plus at March 31,1970, and add 
about $20 million to 330 
million surplus which prob¬ 
ably would have accrued this 
year if Bennett hadn’t set up 
all those fancy funds — and 
that makes a package which 
could be used to really 
stimulate the economy. 

It’s ironic that in a difficult 
year when B.C. has a 3125 
million-plus windfall that any 
other government would be 
delighted to get its hands on 
we have to have our first tax 
increase in nine years.

Clues Scarce 
In Brutal 
Dual Killing 


DANIA, Fla. (UPI) - 
Police pressed their search 
Saturday for a "swarthy" 
man they think may have 
killed a cosmetics executive 
and his blonde bride who 
were “poleaxed like an ox in 
a slaughterhouse” aboard 
their plush houseboat. 

There were few substantial 
clues to the identity of the 
murderer of George W. Beck 
and his wife of only a month. 
Their nude bodies were found 
sprawled across a bed aboard 
B e c k *a $70,000 houseboat, 
Bachaven Friday morning. 

The chief object of investi¬ 
gators appeared to be a 
husky, dark-complected man 
seen “staring intently” at 
Beck’s white houseboat 
Thursday night. 

“We’re questioning other 
boat owners trying to firm up 
a description of this man,” 
Police Chief Ed Baxter said. 
"We’ve got only a vague 
description, but he seems to 
be the best suspect we have 
so far.” 

★ * * 

Police guessed the murders 
were out of jealousy or 
revenge. The attackers left 
cash and thousands of dollars 
in jewelry untouched. 

“There’s no question that 
they were attacked in their 
sleep,” said Broward County 
medical examiner Dr. Jack 
Mickley, who fixed the time 
of death at near 4 a.m. 
Friday. 

“It was a butcher-shop 
murder,” he said after con¬ 
ducting autopsies. “They were 


hit on the head and subbed 
and when they didn’t die 
quickly enough, they were 
suffocated with pillows over 
their faces. "These people 
didn’t suffer any. They were 
poleaxed like an ox in a 
slaughterhouse.” 

Mickley said both the Becks 
had fractured skulls from 
blows by a heavy, sharp- 
edged instrument, similar to 
a hatchet, in addition to sUb 
wounds. Pillows had been 
pressed down on their faces.

Humphreys to play Bartok sonata 


Dim View of TV Edict 


By BRI C E I.OWTHER 

“Everything good in TV is 
getting hurt by it, and the 
public interest comes out on 
the short end.” 

That's the key quote in a 
story recently published in 
Variety, the main show-busi¬ 
ness trade publication, about 
a well-intentioned government 
order that went wrong. 

The result will be a de¬ 
crease in the quality of 
television viewing next year in 
Greater Victoria and the rest 
of North America — and 
don’t say the quality can't go 
any lower. Because it c a.n 
and will, and even has al¬ 
ready. 

Recent stories in this and 
other Canadian newspapers 
have indicated next season's 
viewing will be different in 
Canada mainly because of the 
Canadian Radio-TV Commis¬ 
sion’s order increasing Ca¬ 
nadian content last year and 
stepping up the increase next 
fall. 

UJS. Agency 

But this story is about an 
order by a U.S. government 
agency and. since Canadian 
viewers seem to prefer U.S. 
programming to that pro¬ 
duced in this country, the 
U.S. order can be expected to 
have a greater effect on what 


Canadians watch than the 
CRTC order will. 

In brief, the Federal Com¬ 
munications Commission — 
the agency that exercises 
what little control there is 
over U.S. broadcasters — said 
the three U.S. networks can 
supply programs filling no 
more than three hours of 
evening prime time (7 or 7:30 
to 11 p.m.) as of next fall. 

Time to Fill 

The effect was to leave all 
network-affiliated stations 
with half an hour to fill 
Monday through Saturday and 
an empty hour Sunday. 

The FOC, acting with the 
best of intentions, hoped the 
order would mean more pro¬ 
grams from independent pro¬ 
ducers who would not be 
controlled In any way by the 
networks. 

At first, the order said 
original or first-run prograxhs 
should fill the holes, but then 
the FOC answered station 
protests by putting off that 
section of the order for a year 
— and thus ensuring viewers 
of a year of cheap stuff in the 
“uncontrolled’’ times. 

With a year of grace, 
station owners immediately 
rushed out to buy such 
syndicated wonders as This Is 
Your Life or such multi-rerun 


biggies as Perry Mason. They 
may be popular, but that’s 
hardly improving the quality. 

These other results have 
come from the FCC order: 

• The main benefit has 
gone to the U.S. networks, 
who were supposed to have 
been punished by the order. 
They have leas time to fill at 
a time of recession, brought 
on principally by the ban on 
cigarette commercials. 

• With network prime 
time at a premium, and 
profits still the goal, the nets 
will move their few quality 
evening programs (like SLxty 
Minutes on CBS) to such 

“ghetto” times as Sunday 
afternoon. 

• There will be fewer 
specials, whether news, cul¬ 
ture or entertainment. 

• Stations without network 
affiliations (like Tacoma’s 
Channel 11) will have to pay 
more for the syndicated 
shows they need for survival, 
and some may not survive. 

• Networks will protect 
the programs over which they 
have some control and, if 
they must drop any shows, 
will cancel the ones they 
carry that are independently- 
produced (a few examples: 
Ed Sullivan, Red Skelton, 
Hogan's Heroes). 


• Employment will plum¬ 
met in an industry where jobs 
already are scarce due to 
other economic problems. 

• Instead of bringing new 
forms, talents and styles to 
TV, the order will mean a 
year at least of the tried, true 
and tired formulas. 

The Variety story says the 
basic error is the FCC’s belief 
that “everything wrong with 
TV is the networks' fault.” It 
adds the FCC licences the 
stations, not the networks, 
and could have achieved the 
desired result by ordering the 
stations to give time to 
original, independent pro¬ 
grams — with no year of 
grace. 

Recent Proof 

The story does not mention 
a recent ABC decision which 
seems to offer proof that 
Variety is right. 

The FCC order was sup¬ 
posed to go into effect next 
fall but money-short ABC put 
it into effect at midseason. 
ABC, consistently third in the 
network ratings, added one 
new show (Pearl Bailey) plus 
two game shows and some old 
movies. 

Next season won’t be all 
bad. but it won't be any 
better either.

solid object between the prop¬ 
erty and the view,” Dr. Ross 
Henry, of 3295 Beach, told a 
recent council meeting. 

"Th£ present poor stand¬ 
ards of maintenance of their 
(RVYO facilities” is a fur- 
ther reason he and other* are 
objecting to the proposal. 

View Echoed 

This view has been echoed 
by Dr. Charles Forward, of 
3320 Exeter, who has written 
to council, “It may be 
appropriate in an industrial 
area such as the sawmilling 
zone of the Fraser River 
North Arm, but not in the 
midst of a good residential 
area that is blessed with 
sandy beaches for public 
recreation." 

Forward observed a fence 
of the size planned would not 
be allowed on land where 
front and side fences can, by 
law, be no higher than four 
feet while rear fences cannot 
exceed six feet, and said it 
should not be allowed in the 
water either. 

Lawyer Allan Cox has ad¬ 
dressed council in opposition 
to the scheme on behalf of 
Mrs. Nancy Donegani, 3355 
Beach. 

His Client 

In a recent presentation, 
Cox referred to the assur¬ 
ances purchasers of homes in 
the Uplands have been given 
that "nothing unsightly" 
would be allowed.

Forward said he feared 
floating debris that found its 
way into the bay would tend 
to accumulate there it a large 
part of its entrance was 
closed and the natural flush¬ 
ing effect reduced. 

Lawyer lan Stewart, who 
has represented the club 
before council, said studies 
had shown that crabs would 
locate around the break¬ 
water’s base, but said he was 
unaware of possible adverse 
effects to Loon Bay beach. 

There are also fears the 
ftVYC will take advantage of 
its new protection and enlarge 
its size with the resultant 
traffic, noise and parking 
difficulties. 

The club has said it is not 
planning this.

fact that a plan calling for a 
two-phase development result¬ 
ing in a 950 foot-tong break¬ 
water was filed with the land 
registry office. 

Stewart said the club had 
not been aware the engineer¬ 
ing firm had dona this and 
there were no plans for a 
second phase. This section of 
the plan, he said, was being 
withdrawn. 

When questioned by Mayor 
Frances Elford as to why 
moorings could not be estab¬ 
lished to the north of the 
present facilities instead of to 
the south, a member of the 
club executive told council 
they would not be able to get 
over the first "legal hurdle” 
of getting property owners In 
the area to surrender their 
riparian rights. 

These are the English 
Common-law rights held by a 
person owning property'front* 
ing on water to use the water 
as he wishes. 


Riparian rights have been 
denied in B.C. since 1859 
when the Gold Fields Act was 
passed. 

Reaction from property 
owners across Cad boro Bay 
who would be seeing the 
breakwater from a distance 
has been non-existent, but* a 
telephone survey by the Colo¬ 
nist Saturday indicated many 
residents were unaware of the 
plan. 

One homeowner who said 
he did know of it said l^e 
would not be opposed as he 
would still be able to see the 
sailboats in front of the 
breakwater.

But last weekend, Dateline 
Systems of Toronto entered 
its P D P -10 chess-player 
program in the Toronto 
Winter Chess Congress and 
demonstrated that one com¬ 
puter at least is better than 
anyone had realized. 

The computer was entered 
in a rather weak section with 
five other lower-class players. 

The first two games went 
much as had been expected — 
two losses tor the computer, 
mostly due to weak end-game 
play. 

The third game was dif¬ 
ferent.

The carnival, which begins 
Saturday, challenges fun- 
seekers to get their fill of 
kicks before the Lenten 
season. But the fun is 
threatening to get out of 
hand. 

Forty-eight policemen were 
injured trying to control the 
30 parade crowds last year. 
Several hundred persons were 
given emergency room treat¬ 
ment or booked with dis¬ 
turbances ranging from 
drunkenness to assault. 

"It was the most dangerous 
Mardi Gras to date,” said 
Irwin Magri, head of the 
Patrolmen’s Association of 
New Orleans. 

Unlike the carnival in Rio 
de Janeiro, the New Orleans 
Mardi Grai has caused very 
few deaths over the years. 
But many Orleanians fear 
their celebration is growing in 
violence. 

The concern reached a peak 
last year when trumpeter A1 
Hirt’s career was almost 
ended by an injury. He said 
he was hit on the lip by a 
rock while riding on a parade 
float. 

Nearly everyone agrees 
that the celebrations have 
been amazingly happy and 
the troubles small, consider¬ 
ing that on Mardi Gras—Fat 
Tuesday — nearly a million 
people are encouraged to Jam 
the streets and shed their 
inhibitions behind masks, 
costumes and alcohol.

But police fear the trouble 
potential is growing. 

One concern is the increas¬ 
ing influx of college students 
and young hippies bent on 
having the time of their lives. 
Many do not understand the 
traditions or limits of the 
celebration. Thousands poured 
into the city last year without 
housing reservations and tried 
to convert parks and river¬ 
front areas into camping 
grounds. 

Police objected, saying they 
could not handle the addi¬ 
tional enforcement and sani¬ 
tation problems. Some city 
leaders bluntly said people 
without hotel or housing 
reservations were not wel¬ 
come at carnival. 

More welcome are the hotel 
tourists and die several 
thousand sailors who pour 
into the city aboard the half- 
dozen U.S. Navy ships that 
annually dock here for carni¬ 
val. The sailors bring their 
own shelter. 

Magri’s police union has 
demanded triple pay for 
carnival overtime. That could 
break the financially troubled 


city because all 1,500 police 
work 12-hour shifts during 
carnival. 

But if the troubles are 
increasing, so is the native 
appetite for Carnival. New 
organizations spring dp each 
year to conduct additional 
carnival balls and parades. 

The growth is especially 
evident in New Orleans 
suburbs, where neighborhood 
groups are avoiding some of 
the inner city troubles by 
staging their own parades. 
They are attracting increas- 
i n g —a n d 1 e s s-worried— 
crowds. 

Rit on Mardi Gras, which 
is the final climactic day of 
the carnival, the action is still 
downtown and in die French 
Quarter. 

Behind m asks, craxy 
costumes, cans of beer and 
leather wine bags, several 
hundred thousand natives and 
tourists are expected to again 
Jam St. Charles. Canal and 
Bourbon streets, to laugh at 
one another and squeeze as 
much fun out of Feb. 23 as 
they have on any previous 
Mardi Gras.

Sark—a Medieval Remnant

SARK, Channel Islands 
(AP) — Materializing out of 
the mist like the opening lines 
of a droll limerick, this quaint 
feudal island called Sark cries 
out, "Why life here is a 
lark!" 

And so it Is. 

No income taxes or death 
duties. No automobiles. No 
industries. No lawyers, politi¬ 
cians, dentists, barbers, draft 
boards. No newspaper. No 
noxious noise levels, fume 
levels or pollen counts. Never 
a form to fill out or a 
summons to mail in. Wild 
flowers in bloom all year 
round. 

And In a lotus land of 
frequently forgotten pub clos¬ 
ing hours, whisky at one- 
fourth the civilized price. 

Sark is a medieval rerun, 
without airport or paved 
road, that suddenly finds it¬ 
self way ahead of the rest of 
the world in coping with pol¬ 
lution, congestion and environ¬ 
ment control. 

"It’s an old reHc, like 
myself, but we’ve got some¬ 


thing here worth preserving," 
•ays 87-year-old Dame Sibyl 
Hathaway, the 21st Seigneur 
of Spr$, who rules her feudal 
fief — 3fc miles long and 1% 
miles wide — through a Royal 
Charter granted by Queen 
Elizabeth L 

"Only now are our people 
beginning to realize that 
holding on to the best of the 
past may be the only way of 
insuring their future." 

Lying within sight of the 
blinking lighthouses along the 
French coast, amid the 
treacherous rocks and tem¬ 
pestuous tides of the Gulf of 
St. Malo, Sark is the smallest 
and oldest British depen¬ 
dency. 

But it really belongs to 
another world, another time, 
and for most of the 488 
islanders, another language — 
a medieval Norman French 
patois that is lovely to hear 
and almost impossible to 
comprehend. 

From the time the medieval 
monks of St. Mogliore packed 
it in after 1,000 years of 


trying to reform the populace, 
Sark has been a reputed 
refuge for secret swingers. Its 
history is rife with rumors of 
orgies, witchcraft, black 
magic, surviving pagan ferti¬ 
lity rites and bawdy mas¬ 
querades in which the revel¬ 
lers don bed sheets and 
animal masks, and, braying 
wildly, march about the cliffs 
practising unrestrained 
promiscuity.. v 

Last summer, a West 
German Sex magazine 
showed up with some bare¬ 
breasted London models and 
did an imaginary piece on 
wife-beating on Sark. The 
islanders were affronted. 

"■Hiere’s no woman on Sark 
that skinny—or that timid," 
growled farmer Jim 
LeFeuvre. "They’re always 
telling lies about Sark." 

F,ach Michelmas (Sept. 21), 
Dame Sibyl mails off 50 
shillings (about $6) — "The 
twentieth part of a knight’s 
fee’’ — to Buckingham Palace 
as her annual instalment on 
tiie last bastion of feudalism 


the last bastion of feudalism 
in the world. 

In return for which, La 
Dame de l’lle de Sercqu et 
Dependencies — to give her 
the full title — receives 
certain “Droits” dating back 
to 1565, when Heller de 
Carteret, the first seigneur, 
induced 40 tenants to come 
help him rid the tiny Channel 
Island of pirates and ship 
wreckers. 

Sarkees do not consider 
themselves British. They 
pledge allegiance to the 
Queen in her capacity as 
Duchess of Normandy. 

Dame Sibyl has no fears 
about Sark being overrun by 
tax dodgers, dropouts from 
the modem world or, much 
worse, high rise tourists 
hotels. Land is expensive on 
Sark, difficult to obtain and, 
"besides, we offer very few 
amusements," she says. 

"People have to make up 
their minds to lead a quiet 
life here.” 

Philip and Celia GuUle, a 
young couple who came back 
to Sark after six years in 


England, look upon this mar¬ 
vellous remnant of the old 
world as the best possible 
new world for their three-year 
old son, Jamie. 

"I really'missed our way of 
life here," mused Philip. "All 
that coping and bad air back 
there Just didn’t make sense. 

“You know, Sark isn’t 
medieval at all. It’s rural 
England or maybe France 200 
years ago, an island that 
completely missed the Indus¬ 
trial Revolution. 

"What a lovely thing to 
miss.”

LONDON (UPI) - The way 
Jack Murphy sees It, a pub 
with dim lights and a dis¬ 
cotheque atmosphere is a pub 
no more. 

"The result Is not different 
from Wild Westatyle bmtheli 
and opium dens,” he told the 
1971 general meeting of the 
Watney Mann brewery Fri¬ 
day.

Municipal 

Merger? 

Someday 


By JIM BRAHAN 

Toss the word "amalgama¬ 
tion” at the political leaden of 
the three fiercely-independent 
Saanich Peninsula municipali¬ 
ties and you get back a soft- 
voiced "someday." 

The closest thing to a real 
merger battle came In Novem¬ 
ber, 1967, when a referendum 
was held on a proposal that 
North Saanich and Sidney 
amalgamate. 

That went down to a resound¬ 
ing defeat in both municipali¬ 
ties. 

But what about welding 
Sidney, North Saanich and Cen¬ 
tral Saanich into one municipal- ' 
ity? 

"There would have to be a 
study done first,” said Sidney 
Mayor Stanley Dear when asked 
by the Colonist what he thought 
of peninsula amalgamation. 

Unpopular , But ... 

He and other municipal of¬ 
ficials in the three municipali¬ 
ties agreed that some kind of 
amalgamation was going to 
come sometime. 

Most agreed that although 
amalgamation of the three 
areas would prove unpopular 
with the ratepayers, economic 
considerations will eventually 
force some kind, of merger. 

North Saanich Mayor J. B. 


Cumming said that although 
there would be a strong feeling 
against such a move the longer 
it is left the more difficult it 
will become. 

"Where one municipality has 
a great many debts and another 
is comparatively debt-free. It is 
difficult to sell the idea of 
amalgamation,” he said. 

12,000 People 

He noted that the peninsula 
contained three small municipal 
governments serving a total of 
about 12,000 people. 

"Because of the pressure of 
economics, sooner or later 
amalgamation has to be faced,” 
he said. 

He said he went on record in 
1967 as being a strong proponent 
of amalgamation when the 
question of amalgamating Sid¬ 
ney and North Saanich was put 
to referendum and was de¬ 
feated. 

“I feel the minister (Munici¬ 
pal Affairs Minister Dan Camp¬ 
bell) should take a stronger 
hand in this. 

*He’i Shepherd 9 

"After all he is the shepherd 
of the flock and it’s about time 
he stopped blaming the sheep.” 

Last Thursday Campbell 
showed the Legislature statis¬ 


tics which he claimed proved 
the four core Greater Victoria 
municipalities could save almost 
$500,600 annually in salaries if 
they amalgamated. 

The statistics compared the 
costs of running the four 
municipalities of Victoria, Oak 
Bay, Saanich, and Esquimalt, 
with the cost of running the 
district of Burnaby, which 
Campbell said was a municipal 
area similar to that of Greater 
Victoria. Spokesmen for all four 
municipalities have disputed 
Campbell’s conclusions. 

Little Benefit 

Central Saanich Mayor Archi¬ 
bald Galbraith said he did not 
think there would be any great 
benefit in merging only the 
three peninsula municipalities. 

"If we are going to look at 
amalgamation, let’s make ft all 
or nothing,” he said. 

He emphasized that he would 
prefer to see all of Greater 
Victoria merged — if amalga¬ 
mation must occur. 

“Possibly there could be two 
rural areas and an urban area,” 
he said, and explained the core 
municipalities would be urban 
while the peninsula would be 
one rural area and the un¬ 
organized areas of Langford. 


Col wood, Metchosin and part of 
VPiw Royal, the other. 

“However,” he pointed out, 
"the ratepayers are the ones to 
make the decision — they art 
paying the shot. 

"If they are paying the Mils it 
is their right to have the choice 
of one municipality or 20 of 
them if they want” 

Sidney’s Mayor Dear said it 
has been proven that there 
never has been a reduction in 
costs when amalgamation took 
place. 

"This idea of saving is a 
fallacy.” he said, and noted 
there were no reductions when 
Port Alberni and Alberni 
amalgamated. 

Better Value 

"But the taxpayers get better 
value tor their money,” he said. 

“Amalgamation is going to 
come, but when it is hard to 

say.” 

He said he could see the 
advantages of North Saanich 
and Sidney amalgamating. 

“But there never has been 
any discussion on amalgamating 
the three peninsula municipali¬ 
ties,” he said. 

Central Saanich Aid. Ted 
Clayards said he personally 
thought the amalgamation of 
the three municipalities a good 
idea. 

"The rural municipalities 


would then act as one functional 
unit.” he said, and added thkt It 
would also have the strength to 
deal with the core municipali¬ 
ties. 

He said he would also like to 
see the area divided into rural 
and urban sections. 

Sidney Aid. Nonna Seaky 
said she was on the provide 
when Sidney and North Saanich 
voted on amalgamating in 1967. 

"I think amalgamation is a 
good idea.” 

Water Boards 

She observed that Sidney and 
North Saanich already share 
some of their services, such as 
the volunteer fire department, 
and both have the RCMP for 
police. 

She also said she would like to 
see the water boards amalga¬ 
mated. 

"Right now we have umpteen 
water boards throughout the 
southern tip of Vancouver 
Island that don’t seem to follow 
any particular line.” V 

Sidney and North Saanich 
Chamber of Commerce presi¬ 
dent Len Si vers said that he 
personally favored a certain 
amount of amalgamation. 

"It makes sense and I think it 
will come in time. 

"There is bound to be a lot of 
local resentment to the idea but 
that could be overcome.” 
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But Is Society Ready and Willing? 


The Challengers from Glendale

When the first of 62 pro- 
f o u n d 1 y retarded children 
were brought to the Eric 
Martin Institute a year ago, 
they were generally described 
as “basket” or "vegetative” 


Their disabilities repre- 
sented a cross-section of 
physical and mental handi¬ 
caps, the description of which 
would be a great strain. 
Visitors to EMI’s fifth floor, 
which the children occupy, 
sometimes turned awtay their 


What could these children 
ever be capable of? it was 
asked. What could be done tor 
a 15-year-old boy, his body the 
size of a five-year-old, who 
could not speak or hold a 
spoon to his mouth and was 
incontinent? 

Such challenges, multiplied 
by 62, confronted the staff of 
Royal Jubilee Hospital ex¬ 
tended care unit for children 
at the Trent Street institute. 

It would be ridiculous to 
say that the staff has worked 
miracles. With the type of 
organic disease that has 
disabled those children. 


' miracles” are novel and 
infrequent 

Nevertheless, the 38 nurses, 
aides and other personnel 
have demonstrated that des¬ 
pite their profound handicaps 
many of the children on 
EMTs fifth floor are capable 
of developing new and endur¬ 
ing relationships. 

Some are Just now learning 
to hold a spoon to their 
mouths, others who have been 
silent for eight or 10 years 
respond with a squeal when 
they are spoken to. 

In almost every case, re¬ 
sults are encouraging. 
Parents are buoyed, the staff 
acquires momentum. The 
cycle of enthusiasm acceler¬ 
ates. 

In addition, and of greatest 
significance, is that in EMI 
ttie citizens of Vancouver 
Island now have a model for 
the treatment services they 
should expect at Glendale 
Hospital, the 300-bed hospital 
for the mentally and physi¬ 
cally handicapped that will 
open tivis year in Saanich. 

Taxpayers will have paid 
about $7 million for Glendale 
by the time It opens. After 
that will come the bills for 


the day-to-day operation of 
the hospital which, if care is 
modelled after EMI, will be 
about $20 per patient each 
day. 

This means it will cost 
about $7,000 a year to main¬ 
tain each Glendale patient, or 
nine or 10 times more than it 
costs lor each student in 
Greater Victoria school dis¬ 
trict. 

The maintenance of life is 
seldom cheap. 

Before getting into a dis¬ 
cussion of the structure, there 
is a point about Glendale that 
needs clarification. This is in 
respect of the laundry, the 
size and equipment of which, 
to say the least, has intrigued 
regional authorities who hope 
it might be used by other 
hospitals In the area. 

The laundry is quite separ¬ 
ate from the hospital and any 
derisive public comment so 
far has been directed only at 
that element of the complex, 
not the centre that will treat 
Die handicapped. 

However, criticism of Glen¬ 
dale Hospital might be antici¬ 
pated. and according to Gun¬ 
ner Dybwad, a contributor to 
the U.S. president's panel of 


1969 on mental retardation 
services, it should be en¬ 
couraged. 

"V i gorous exchanges of 
viewpoints and the airing of 
far-out concepts, new and old, 
appear to be an important 
medium of change. Thus, 
disagreement over practices 
and policies should be en¬ 
couraged rather than in¬ 
hibited. 

“Such controversy should 
be encouraged if it may be at 
times painful, unpleasant or 
embarassing; the field has 
been much too apt to be 
concerned with the feelings of 
administrators of institutions 
rather than with the feelings 
of inhabitants,” says Dybwad. 
a professor at Brandeis Uni¬ 
versity, Waltham, Mass. 

The extract from Dybwad * 
article is significant in a 
discussion of Glendale be- 
cause of the anomalous 
nature of that hospital’s 
board of management. That 
policy-setting body is almost 
exclusively composed of pro¬ 
vincial civil servants, unlike 
most hospital boards that 
represent a cross-section of 
occupations and interests. 

Health Minister Ralph Lex¬ 


mark, who consented to the 
Glendale appointments, has 
displayed considerable con¬ 
cern about the Bureaucratic 
subversion of public polity 
that applies to other hospitals 
under his administration. 

Is the appointment of pro¬ 
vincial civil servants to Glen¬ 
dale’s board an attempt to 
ensure that public policy is 
not subverted or emascu¬ 
lated? Or is it an attempt to 
ensure what sociologists call 
"system maintenance” — the 
development of a bureau¬ 
cratic structure that has a 
powerful drive for self¬ 
perpetuation and repulsion of 
outside forces that might be 
change-producing ? 

Although in planning stages 
long before that, Glendale 
was officially launched in 
September. 1966, when Works 
Minister William Chant set 
off a charge of dynamite that 
raised a cloud of dust over a 
cow pasture off Markham 
Road. 

Asked when the hospital 
might be finished, he replied 
at that time: "At least a 
year, possbily a little longer. 
It’s not wise to get a date.” 

That was almost five years

Returning Buses Not Exactly Jammed Full 


The buses were rolling 
again throughout Greater Vic¬ 
toria Saturday,. but business 
for them was lighter than 
usual. 

Rowland Halls, B.C. Hydro 
transit manager in Victoria, 
•aid Saturday night that the 
exact number of bus-riders 
would not be known until the 
fares were counted Monday, 
but from "general observa¬ 


tion” It seemed business was 
“fairly light.” 

However, Halls said Hydro 
had expected a small number 
of riders Saturday and today, 
and only at the first of the 
week would it be possible to 
tell what overall effect the 
strike would have on bus 
traffic. 

The buses began running in 
Victoria and Vancouver Sat-

urday for the first time after 
a 33-day strike by bus drivers 
and mechanics in the two 
cities. The strike was settled 
Thursday evening, and 
mechanics spent Friday put¬ 
ting the buses back into 
running condition. 

Halls said there had been 
no problems getting the buses 
back on the road and no 
mechanical problems through¬ 
out the day.

ago — five hectic and frus¬ 
trating years for Glendale’s 
planners and architects. Con¬ 
cepts of treating the retarded 
have been changing rapidly, 
with the result that the 
hospital had to be redesigned 
several times. 

It started out as an institu¬ 
tion for 600 patients, some of 
whom were to have been in 
surrounding cottages, then it 
went down to 450, and now it 
is a 300-bed centre that could 
be the focus for any future 
satellite buildings such as 
cottages. 

Glendale is three basic 
units — the north, south and 
central blocks, each with two 
floors of treatment areas. 

Each nursing area will 
contain 25 patients, with the 
exception of some special 
parts of the hospital designed 
for persons who have been 
admitted tor assessment or 
are critically sick. 

Every nursing unit connects 
with what is called a “day 
room,” or a place where 
patients can have an activity 
program. 

The hospital is mainly for 
the long-term care of adults 
and children with both physi¬ 
cal and mental handicaps but 
there are many features that 
should Integrate it with other 
facilities in this community. 

Dr. Stewart Bland, the 
provincial Mental Health 
Branch’s consultant on retar¬ 
dation services, expects psy¬ 
chology will be the most 
important discipline at Glen¬ 
dale. with sendees possibly 
integrated with the University 
of Victoria. 

The hospital also will have 
a corps of social workers that 
he hopes will be orientated to 
persons outside the hospital 
-the families of patients, 
volunteer groups that help 
people with lesser degrees of 
retardation, and so on. 

Glendale also has its own 
laboratory and X-ray facili¬ 
ties. a small surgery and two 
dental chairs, playroom with 
one-way glass for observation, 
sound-proof rooms for hearing 
evaluation and even a modest 
suite where the next-of-kin of 
a natient may stay overnight. 

In brief, the hospital has all 
the facilities that would allow 
it — providing it gets an 
adequate and well-qualified 
staff — to make contributions 
to research into retardation.

The fact also is that it’s a 
hospital for a group of most 
unfortunate people with the 
most chronic variety of disa¬ 
bilities and tiie only reason¬ 
able measurement is that of 
the care it gives. The size of 
the motor on the egg beater 
is trivial. 

An authority on the care of 
the retarded is Dr. Wolf 
Wolfensberger of the Univer¬ 
sity of Nebraska College of 
Medicine at Omaha, Neb., 
who has suggested that atti¬ 
tudes toward persons with 
physical and mental defects 
might be similar to those of 
Procrustes, a character in 
Greek mythology who wanted 
to be a good host to wander¬ 
ing wayfarers. 

After wining and dining the 
guest. Procrustes would insist 
that he stay overnight. The 
trouble was. he had only one 
tied, of a certain size, and 
Procrustes was a perfection¬ 
ist. 

If the guest was too tall, his 
legs were cut off. If he was 
too short, he was put In a 
rack and lengthened. Obvi¬ 
ously, Procrustes was pre¬ 
pared for all visitors. 

Wolfensberger adds: 

“Our institutions for the 
retarded have been Procrus¬ 
tean. It did not matter who or 
what the retardate was, 
whether young or old; 
whether borderline or pro¬ 
foundly retarded: whether 
physically handicapped o r 
physically sound; whether 
deaf or blind. . . 

“We took them all, by the 
thousands, in the same insti¬ 
tutions. We had all the 
answers in the one place, 
using the same facilities, the 
same personnel, the same 
attitudes and largely the 
same treatment. 

"And if our guest did not 
fit. we made him fit.” 

The construction of Glen¬ 
dale means society recognizes 
the need for more beds for 
retarded children who need 
them.” The challenge of 
Glendale Is whether society Is 
ready, when it pays for the 
institution’s day-todav opera¬ 
tions, to make certain those 
beds are not Procrustean.

I ’ City health service adminis¬ 
trator Gordon Chase said the 
mortality rate of abortions in 
the city is eight per 100,000' 
compared to 17 in Britain and 
40 in Scandinavia, during the 
first year of liberalized abor¬ 
tion in those countries. 


Seven of the 12 abortions 
which resulted in deaths were 
started outside of hospitals, at 
least one of them in a 
doctor's office, Chase said. 

Office abortions have been 
forbidden in the city since 
Oct. 19, when the adoption of 
new regulations limited per¬ 


formance of the procedure to 
hospitals, hoapital-asiociated 
clinics or “mini-hospital” in¬ 
dependent clinics

eaten. Here are others. 
Please print this letter and 
stress to the mothers who 
read your column that they 
should teach their children at 
an early age not to put 
anything strange into their 
mouths. 

* * * 

Poison ivy, oak and sumac 
can cause intense discomfort, 
though they are not con¬ 
sidered dangerous. There are, 
however, many attractive, 
sweet-smelling and deadly 
plants that are part of our 
everyday lives — some may 
even be growing in your 
garden. Daffodil and poin- 
settla leaves can be fatal If 
eaten. One leaf can kill a 
child. Hyacinth and narcissus 
bulbs can cause vomiting and 
diarrhea. Mistletoe berries 
can be fatal. Rhubarb leaves 
either raw or cooked can 


cause convulsions and corul 
Lily-of-the-valley leaves and 
flowers, can cause irregular 
heartbeat and digestive upset 
All parts of rhododendron, 
laurels and azaleas can cause 
nausea, vomiting, breathing 
problems, coma — and even 
death. Cultivated wild cherry 
twigs and foliage contain a 
compound that releases 
cyanide. If eaten, prostration 
is common often with min¬ 
utes. Buttercups: all parts 
art dangerous. Juices may 


severely damage the digestive 
system. Elderberry: *11 parts 
are poisonous except the 
berry. The hollow stem used 
as a blowgun has poisoned 
many youngsters. Jack-in-the- 
pulpit contains calcium oxa¬ 
late crystals which severely 
burn the tongue, mouth and 
throat.

cruits are trained at St. 
Johns, Que. 

Cornwallis, says Capt Til¬ 
ley, is a town in itself. It has 
its own schools, a hospital, 
entertainment centres and 
support units. 

With the recruits coming 
straight from civilian life, 
•ays Tilley, “we teach them 
very basic training . . . the 
elements o f how to be 
servicemen, how to live to¬ 
gether, how to wear their 
uniform, how to wear their 
how to look like servicemen.” 

During the first week here, 
the recruit Is outfitted In 
combat gear, foe working 
dress at the base. He gets a 
haircut, a dental checkup, is 
documented, gets medical 
shots. Then he is orientated to 
foe base and barracks. 

He begins foe service way 
of life. 

The training days starts at 
6 a.m. and classes begin two 
hours later. Included is 
general service knowledge, 
rifle training, first aid, na¬ 
tional survival, drill and 
physical education, with a 
strong emphasis on physical 
conditioning. 

"We have strict standards 
which we have to meet,” says 

Tilley. “About 15 per cent 
don’t make it. 

“About a third of those we 
get here don’t know how to 
swim ... they do when they 
leave.” 

Physical training plays a 
major role as recruits 
attempt to build and prove 
their physical endurance.

Traditional Ceremonies Do-It-Yourself Weddings

NEW YORK (AP) - Some 
brldw today say *1 dig it" 
instead of "I do," walk 
barefoot in flowered peasant 
dresses through a park rather 
than march down a cathedral 
aisle in gossamer white, and 
celebrate with hot dogs and 
coke instead o t three-tiered 
wedding oakes arid cham¬ 
pagne. 

In a new movement to 
make their weddings more 
relevant, today’s young are 
moving away from traditional 
ceremonies to "celebrations” 
where they write their own 
vows and speak them every¬ 
where from mountain tops at 
dusk to beaches at sunrise. 

While many of these wed¬ 
dings are for the street 
people, the hippies of yester¬ 


year who can’t relate to 
anything Establishment, a 
growing number are middle- 
class youths who want some¬ 
thing different or find tradi¬ 
tional weddings hypocritical 
or boring. Many are of mixed 
religions who can’t find the 
usual ministers to marry 
them. 

Ministers who officiate at 
these new marriages, most 
frequently in the major cities, 
see them as one more inter¬ 
pretation of the popular slo¬ 
gans of "Do your own thing" 
and “Power to the people." 

"The established church or 
the judge just don’t mean a 
thing to these kids. They want 
to control their own lives. 
They want to marry them¬ 
selves in their own way,” 


says Rev. Richard York, 30, 
of Berkeley, Calif. 

"What blows my mind is 
that these kids really do want 
to get married," says Rev. 
Cecil Williams of the Glide 
Memorial Church in San 
Francisco. "Almost all of 
them have already been living 
together, so they see their 
wedding as a celebration of 
what has really begun." 

While there have always 
been the offbeat weddings— 
sky divers who marry during 
60-second free falls, scuba 
divers exchanging rings 
underwater, skiers who start 
their honeymoon on snow¬ 
mobiles—the real change of 
the ’70s is in the wording of 
the vows. 

Progressive ministers en¬ 
courage couples to write their 


own ceremony, and favorite 
sources are Gibran’s The 
Prophet, T. S. Eliot. Malcolm 
X, the Beatles, as well as 
unusual selections from the 
Scriptures. 

With respect to women's 
liberation, many ministers 
have tried to eliminate much 
of the usual male chauvinism 
in the ceremony. Fathers no 
longer give away their 
daughters, "man and wife" 
has been changed to "hus¬ 
band and wife” and fewer 
women now promise to obey. 
At one recent New York 
wedding, a women’s liberation 
activist invited a "sister" to 
read a long poem about 
womanhood. 

Instead of "till death do us 
part,” today some are saying 
"as long as we both shall 


love.” They do not promise 
absolute vows that they’re not 
sure they’ll be able to keep. 

"The new wedding is more 
a ceremony to confirm what 
a couple has found by living 
together rather than to make 
promises about what they 
hope will happen," says Rev. 
William Gleneak of Brooklyn, 
N.Y. 

One minister, Rev. Cecil 
Williams, who often wears a 
dashiki for the ceremony, 
uses casual dialogue in his 
celebrations. 

"I say, for example, ‘John, 
why are you getting married 
to Jane?’ And he’ll answer 
something like, ’Well, I have 
known her and we have lived 
together. I have seen her at 
her worst. I care for her 
because she cares for me. I 


have tasted the deepest part 
of her existence’.” 

Since many of his couples 
are political activists, Wil¬ 
liams has also written these 
words to be used: "I, John, 
take thee, Mary, to be my 
woman, to work for the 
liberation of ail people, for 
frustrated, lonely people ... 
to love, embrace, to commit 
ourselves to do battle through 
the journey which is the 
celebration of life." 

One couple in California 
married in the nude, and the 
minister did not embarrass 
them by wearing vestments. 
Some have made love in front 
of their friends to symbolize 
their total unity.

Computer Irons Out Admissions 


By JOHN MATTERS 

St. Joseph's Hospital for the 
past six months has been 
testing a mathematical model 
of an operating room booking 
system that soon may be 
streamlining other Greater 
Victoria hospitals as well. 

It is a system that allows 
toe hospital to prepare, for 
example, for the admission 
today of 18 persons who will 
have surgery Monday. The 
program has been refined to 
predict admissions According 
to the patients’ sex and the 
types of surgery for which 
they are slated. 

Until St. Joseph’s developed 
the program, there was al¬ 
ways considerable doubt as to 
whether the patient would be 
admitted on the day that had 
been indicated to him. 

Forecasting a date for 
admission was exceedingly 
tricky, especially when the 


date was being set four or 
five months in advance. 

This meant a woman who 
had arranged for someone to 
care for the children for the 
duration of her hospital stay 
too often had to change her 
plans, or doctors who had 
planned to be away from 
their offices so they could be 
in the operating room had to 
reshuffle their arrangemnts. 

However, representing a 
greater cost to the com¬ 
munity was the fact that too 
often there were hospital beds 
that could have been in use, 
an operating room that was 
empty, an operating room 
staff that was idle. 

Eighteen months ago, St. 
Joseph’s started feeding data 
to a computer in Ann Arbor, 
Mich., that was to produce 
the first mathematical model 
of the present operating room 
booking system. As far as toe 
hospital has been able to 


It then/ was possible to 
calculate/ for example, that 
on every Monday, Tuesday. 
Wednesday and Friday two 
adult males should be booked 
for general surgery. On 
Thursdays, there should be 
three. 

This would make maximum 
use of the 21 beds available 
for adult males, considering 
the average length of stay for 
that type of patient, as stated 
by the computer, was 13.29 
days. 

Another example is that of 
women requiring general 
surgery. This hospital service 
has 28 beds, where patients 
have an average length of 
stay of 13.31 days. 

The result is that three 
women can be admitted each 


ascertain, such an approach 
had never before been taken 
by a Canadian hospital. 

St. Joseph’s was motivated 
mainly by the fact that about 
*4.5 million of toe *8 million 
in public funds it spends each 
year is for the oare of 
patients needing surgery. This 
means surgery generates the 
workload of about half the 
hospital — and all of its 
departments, x-ray, labora¬ 
tory, physiotherapy, and so 
on. 

In 1969, the hospital had the 
computer do an analysis of 
1,000 surgical patients who 
were chosen at random. 

This provided information 
on the demands for each type 
of surgery — general surgery, 
ophthalmology, neurosurgery, 
and so on — as well as toe 
sex of patients and whether /weekday from the urgent and 
the admission was an emer- elective waiting lists for sur- 
gency or from the waiting ot that type 

list of urgent and elective Hospital officials point out 
admissions. toe computerized model con¬ 


trols only 17 or 18 daily 
surgical admissions, or about 
half the workload of the 
operating rooms. 

In addition to adults from 
the waiting lists, about six 
emergency cases, six children 
and six persons needing day¬ 
care surgery go into the 
operating room, for a total of 
35 or 36. 

In addition to simplifying 
operating room scheduling 
and levelling the nursing 
workload — a nursing floor no 
longer gets six difficult cases 
of chest surgery one week 
and none the next — the 
hospital’s ability to predict 
bed space that is compatible 
with the patient’s sex and 
type of surgery has reduced 
transfers. 

The business of moving a 
patient to another room is not 
as simple as it sounds. It 
involves what is called a 
“terminal cleanup” that re¬ 
quires a thorough scrubbing of 


the area and other precau¬ 
tions against infection. 

The St. Joseph’s program is 
a mathematical model, or a 
set of data that could be 
applied to almost any hospital 
by simply using the appropri¬ 
ate figures. 

That is why it has caught 
the interest of the regional 
hospital management en¬ 
gineering unit, which is a 
group of three efficiency 
experts who have been en¬ 
gaged by the seven acute and 
extended-care hospitals i n 
Greater Victoria. 

While the management 
engineers have taken on other 
problems, they have 
spending considerable time 
devising a mathematical 
model similar to St. Joseph’s 
for Royal Jubilee Hospital. 

It will not be identical, 
however, because Jubilee has 
different patterns of care and 
a larger number of beds than 
St. Joseph’s.

Thus, although our hand is well 
suited to playing at a spade contract — since we hold 
adequate trump support and our high cards are all in the 
form of quick tricks -it is advisable to leave North to 
judge whether the hand belongs at game or part-score. 

2. Two notrompa. Again the uncertainty about our 
partner’s precise high-card count constrains us to make a 
waiting bid, inviting him to clarify the nature of his hand. 
If he has nine or ten points we certainly are willing to 
play the hand at three notrumps, while if he has less, the 
hand should still be safe for two notrump. 

Finally, with a suitable hand our partner is perfectly 
welcome to jump to four spades. Two notrumps should 
not be interpreted as merely expressing distaste for 
spades, for the proper way to express such a sentiment 
would be to pass two spades. 

3. r*iu» All the evidence suggests that this hand is a 
misfit, *nd in these circumstances it iq highly advisable 
to drop the bidding as soon as possible. Partner Is clearly 
not interested in playing the hand at either of our suits, 
while we for our part, though not entirely averse to North 
playing the hand at spades, lack the wherewithal to 
actually support him. 

4. Four Spades. Now that our partner has rebid his 
spade suit, suggesting a six-bagger, our hand has become 
extremely powerful. -Not only do we have no further 
doubts about selecting the spade suit as trumps, but we 
also confidently anticipate that our hand will provide one 
or more extra tricks by way of diamond ruffs. 
Accordingly, we put an end to the auction V raising to 
four spades.

Harmac Wins 
SPEC Praise 


NANAIMO—Nanaimo Society for 
Pollution and Environmental Control 
plans meetings with the pollution 
control branch and MacMillan Bloe- 
del officials to get specific technical 
information on a proposed $2.6 million 
water pollution control program for 
the Harmac pulp mill. 

Nelson Allen, SPEC president, 
said Saturday his initial reaction to 
the announcement made by the com¬ 
pany Friday is optimistic. 

SPEC members have met twice 
with Harmac officials in the past 
few months, basically about the air 
pollution problem at the mill 

“We feel we would like to see 
the whole program accelerated,” 
Allen said, “and this announcement 
about the water program is indicative 
of acceleration.” 

SPEC members will talk to pol¬ 
lution control branch officials to get 
specific information on the program 
before meeting with Harmac officials. 

He said the company is obviously 
concerned with the pollution prob¬ 
lem or it wouldn’t be pouring the 
large amount of money into a control 
program. 

Harmac is not the cleanest pulp 
mill in the province but is cleaner 
than many, he said. 

One problem is that the mill is 
20 years old, and installation of pol¬ 
lution abatement equipment is more 
expensive than in a new mill. 

Aside from the esthetic problem 
of foam and discoloration of wa ter 
in Northumberland Channel, SrtJC is 
concerned about possible toxic effects 
on fish of a build-up of fibres and 
other materials sewered into the 
Water there.

Gladiolus Planting (P.McF., Vic¬ 
toria) — Moving house on May 1 
needn’t deter you from having a good 
gladiolus display, for you can plant 
glads after this date and still be 
assured of flowers. I have set bulbs in 
the ground as late as July 1 and had 
them bear fairly good spikes of bloom, 
although planting this late is really 
asking for trouble from early fall frosts. 

Itfhas been my experience that bull* 
planted in May will usually overtake 
and pass the early April plantings, as 
growth is much more rapid when the 
•oil warms up and the chilly winds of 
April abote. 

□ 

Jade Plant (F.W., Ctofton) - The 
care of a Chinese Jade plant (Crassula 
portulacea) is about the same as for a 
cactus. It likes a rather gritty, free- 
draining soil mixture; a good formula is 
two parts purchased all-purpose potting 
soil plus one part coarse sand or 
chicken grit, with a little bone meal and 
flake charcoal added. It is a good idea 
to put about an inch of small gravel in 
the bottom of the pot to ensure good 
drainage. 


The Jade plant is very intolerant of 
soggy soil as the roots tend to rot under 
such conditions. Water very thoroughly 
when you do water, but allow the soil to 
become definitely dry to the touch 
before watering again, and never leave 
any water standing in the saucer under 
the pot. 

Give the plant a sunny window, with 
plenty of fresh air, and it should grow 
slowly for many years, eventually 
becoming a dwarf tree. If you allow it 
to become pot-bound, it may even 
surprise you by blooming, although this 
is rare under houseplant conditions. 

Your plant is a native of South 
Africa, growing wild in the Kalahari 
Desert and into Namaqualand. 

□ 

Raspberry Propagation (L.D., Salt- 
air) — There are two ways of getting 
more raspberry plants from your old 
ones for planting up a new row. Suckers 
will often spring up in the alleys 
between the rows and ordinarily these 
are hoed off to keep the alleys clear, 
but there is no reason why you 
shouldn’t dig them up with a bit of root 
attached and plant them elsewhere. 

The other method is tip-layering. The 
tip of a cane is bent down and buried in 
the soil — perhaps pegged down to 


make sure it stays buried — whereupon 
it takes root and pushes up a new cane. 
When well-rooted, the tip is cut free 
from the parent plant and transplanted. 

The black raspberry MUST be 
propagated by tip-layering, as this 
variety doesn’t send up any suckers. 


Bartlett Pear (A.L., Sidney) — The ** 
text books on fruit growing all insist 
that the Bartlett pear is self-sterile and 
must have another pew tree of a 
different variety nearby to cross- 
pollinate the blossoms; the Conference 
pear is often recommended as a *. 
“husband” for Bartlett. 

Nevertheless, I know of many local 
gardens where a single Bartlett tree Is . 
producing good crops of pears, even •»; 
though there are no other pear trees in •- 
the immediate vicinity. 

Just how these Bartlett blossoms 
manage to set fruit without cross¬ 
pollination, I don’t quite know. How¬ 
ever, I remember reading somewhere 
that there is a tetraploid Bartlett — this 
is a tree with a double set of # 
chromosomes — Which can set a full . 
crop with its own pollen, and it is * 
possible that these isolated trees which 
are cropping without a mate are of this 
“double Bartlett” variety.

“We found,” said Ambas¬ 
sador Swank, “our former two 
storey chancellery was not 
large enough to handle all 
the embassy’s business. The 
new building will allow us to 
expedite tourist requests as 
well as have a place where we 
can hold exhibits showing 
the American way of life."

PHNOM PENH, Cambodia 
A United States marine guard 
detail composed of 100,000 men 
and officers was landed in 
Phnom Penh today. 

Secretary of State William 
Rogers revealed the increase 
in the marine guard detail 
was needed after two Cambo¬ 
dians had broken into the em¬ 
bassy and stolen three Japa¬ 
nese cameras. 

He believed the new security 
measures would discourage 
any such thefts in the future. 

He told reporters, ’The se¬ 
curity of a United States em¬ 
bassy is the first consideration 
of this country and as long as 
I aih secretary of state I will 
see that our brave diplomats 
have all the protection they 
need.” 


WASHINGTON - Word 
from Cambodia is that United 
States military teams assigned 
to check on American mili¬ 
tary aid will be dressed in 
civilian clothes and attached 
to the United States embassy 
at Phnom Penh. 

It has been made perfectly 
clear that these military 
teams are not advisers and 
that they are not violating the 
“spirit of the law” of the 
Cooper-Church amendent 
If things continue the way 
they’re going, Cambodia may 
some have the largest 
American embassy in the 
wortd.

nel to negotiate tarriff agree¬ 
ments with Cambodian offi¬ 
cials.

B.C. Resources Minis¬ 
ter Ray Williston was un¬ 
able to give precise in¬ 
formation Saturday on a 
diesel fuel tax imposition 
which could have a direct 
effect on the cost of log¬ 
ging in B.C. 

Premier Bennett's budget 
Friday, in addition to a two- 
cent tax increase on gasoline, 
raised the tax on diesel fuel 
from 15 cents a gallon to 17 
cents. 

* Up until Friday, a 15-cent 
tax on diesel fuel had been 
paid when vehicles were using 
public roads, and no tax had 
been paid on fuel used in 
vehicles on private roads, 
including logging company 
roads. 

Now, in the opinion of 
contract log haulers, the 


former 15-cent tax plus the 
two-cent increase is appli¬ 
cable to operators using pri¬ 
vate as well as public roads. 

“Well, I hope it isn't true, 
but this is what it looks like," 
W. T. Hal lock of Mosley 
Logging Co. Ltd., Victoria, 
said Saturday. 

★ it * 

“The town has certainly 
been buzzing today, and most 
of the log haulers I have 
talked to seem to think we 
will have to pay an additional 
17 cents a gallon. It will, of 
course, raise costs to the 
logging companies and this, 
undoubtedly, will be reflected 
in the price of lumber.” 

Williston was not so sure. 

*1 can't say for certain at 
this time,” he said Saturday. 
“I have not read all the 
material relevant to this, and 
intended to check it out on 
Monday. That is about all I 
can say about it at present 
until I have further informa¬ 
tion.” 


Reg Antrobus, of Antrobus 
Construction, Sooke, said his 
hauling business was con¬ 
ducted principally for logging 
companies and on private 
roads. 

He h4ub not only logs but 
equipment and everything 
else that the companies want 
transported from one place to 
another, he said. 

The imposition of a 17-cent 
tax would boost costs which 
were already rising, Antrobus 
said, and would eventually 
work their way down to the 
consumer level. 

Told that Williston was not 
quite sure how the regulation 
should be interpreted, 
Antrobus said: 

“Well, that figures.'* 

The relevant paragraph of 
Bennett's budget speech 
states: 

“E f f e ctlve immediately, 
gasoline taxes will be in¬ 
creased two cents per gallon. 
The gasoline tax will be 15

WASHINGTON (UP I) — 
FBI agents arrested 56 per¬ 
sons in seven states and the 
District of Columbia Saturday 
in what U.S. Attorney General 
John Mitchell called “a major 
c r ackdown” on organized 
interstate gambling activities. 
Ten other suspects were being 
sought. 

FBI Director J. Edgar 
Hoover estimated that “the 
play” of the gambling opera¬ 
tions involved in the raids 
was “well over $60 million 
annually.” with some opera¬ 


tions handling more than 51 
million a month in football 
and basketball bets. 

The action was announced 
here by the FBI. which 
identified only the 20 persons 
from the Greater Washington 
metropolitan area. Names erf 
the other 36 individuals were 
released by FBI officials in 
the states where they were 
arrested — Florida, Mary¬ 
land, New Jersey. New York, 
Oregon. Pennsylvania and 
Virginia.

Boy, 11, Speaks Up 
For Wild Horses 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
11-year-old son of a Maryland 
congressman is the symbolic 
leader of the latest effort to 
ensure that some 17,000 wild 
horses in the American west 
will never become dog food. 

In a letter addressed "Dear 
Congressman and your 
children,” Gregory Gude 
urged support of his father’s 
bill that would give the 
secretary of the interior ex¬ 
clusive jurisdiction over all 
free-roaming horses and bur¬ 
ros on federal land. 


If Republican Gilbert 
Gude’s bill does net become 
law, the youngster said, die 
remaining wild mustangs in 
10 western states “will be 
chased and finally picked up 
by' trucks to be taken to 
rendering factories where 
they are killed and said for 
six cents a pound as pet 
food." 


Volcano Ash 
Evicts 

1,000-Plus 

MANAGUA, Nicaragua 
(AP) — The Nicaraguan Red 
Cross started setting up tents 
Saturday for more than 1,000 
persons forced from their 
homes by ashes thrown by the 
Cerro Negro volcano near the 
city of Leon. 

Leon is near the pacific 
coast 60 miles west of 
Managua. The volcano Is 
nearly 20 miles from Leon. 

Patrols have been sent to 
the area near die volcano to 
Instruct families to evacuate 
the area. 

The ash rain started four 
days ago.

SYDNEY. Australia (UPI) — 
More rain was forecast Sat¬ 
urday tor flood-ravaged New 
South Wales, where 21 per¬ 
sons have died in the worsf 
flooding in 50 years. Damage 
has been estimated at $224 
million.

Private Logging Company Roads 

Diesel Fuel Point Up in 
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The Puget Sound Times, published 
in Steilacoom, Washington Territory, 
in the 1860 s, missed nothing where 
Victoria was concerned. , , 

Victoria was the great metropolis 
of the Pacific Coast of North America 


-hilt after San Francisco, of course. 
Victoria largely patterned itself after 
San Francisco; it wasn’t, really, so 
much British, as Sari Francisco, though 
early-day Victorians would never have 
admitted that. 





The Puget Sound 
Times 9 once a week 9 re¬ 
ceived copies of the Vic¬ 
toria Colonist 9 and so 9 in 
The Times 9 was a column 
of “Victoria news” and 
very often the Victoria 
news was emheUished 9 to 
suit the tastes of the edi¬ 
tor of The Puget Sound 
Times . 

Victoria, then, a* now, liked to 
pretend it had no color bias, as in 
that somewhat dreadful country 
called the United States. 

The Britishers here were inclined 
to look down their aristocratic noses 
at Uncle Sam, never quite forgiving, 
or forgetting, what he had done to 
a British king. 

There was definitely color bias in 
the United States, but it would 
never, never happen here, in this 
most benevolent speck of Her 
Brittanic Majesty’s possessions in 
the Pacific. That’s the way Victoria 
people put it. 

Yet it did happen, and The Puget 
Sound Times gloried to it, tously: 

“The loyal subjects of Her 
Majesty in Victoria it seems, not 
pleased with the exclusion which 
their color inposes everywhere (ex¬ 
cept in British Columbia, so the 
people there would have us believe), 
sought to possess themselves of the 
parquette of the Colonial Theatre to 
Victoria last week. 

“They had been told there is no 
color bias in Victoria, but they 
began to notice that colored people 
were always placed in a certain 
section of the theatre themselves. 

“Some 200 of them, therefore, 
armed with slingshots, clubs arid 
pistols, surrounded the theatre and 
unceremoniously proceeded to 
demolish everyone and everything 
connected with that establishment. 

“Mrs. Beatty, the manager, and 
the male attaches of the theatre, 
received broken heads while oppos¬ 
ing the ingress, but the ’culled 
gemmen’ bore down on all before 
them by sheer force of numbers* 

“The three ringleaders were held 
to bail in the sum at $200 each. 

The Puget Sound Times, at this 
point, went into pontification: 

Where ooffee sits in the same 
Jury box with white people, is 
eligible to the same offices, and 
enjoys in every other respect the 
same privileges, it is hardly consis¬ 
tent, we think, to deny him 
permission to mingle promisculously 
with the white in a place of public 
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amusement and the manager of the 
Colonial Theatre, therefore, deserves 
censure for attempting to restrain 
the ‘darkes’ of Victoria from jostling 
and crowding his white patrons. 

“If Mr. Beatty had known the 
real position of toe Negro at 
Victoria he would scarcely have 
presumed to discriminate between 
him and his white brothers, by 
alloting him a separate place to the 
theatre. 

“Now that he has been made 
forcibly aware of it, it is to be hoped 
he will treat toe Africans to his 
midst with proper respect 

“The three ringleaders, or ss 
they were called to Victoria court, 
were tried and acquitted, amid 
much rmKMr applause. 

“At least British justice was 
meted out, to toe same extent as 
American justice is always meted 
out in this country.” 

I don’t know how many Vic¬ 
torians saw this in The Puget Sound 
Times, but those who did, I feel 


sure, were mightily indignant — hOw 
dare that American so-called news¬ 
paper sneer at Victoria and British 
justice to such a fashion! Oh well, 
what does one expect from a pig but 
a grunt! 

What did I find in The Puget 
Sound Times, in February of 1861? I 
found reference to one of my 
favorites of history, June, Lady 
Franklin, widow of the great Arctic 
explorer. Sir John Fra nk li n . 

Lady Franklin turned up every¬ 
where, being toe most peripatetic of 
humans. I knew she had twice been 
to Victoria, butT had no idea before 
that she had trotted around to 
Steilacoom. 

The Puget Sound Times said this: 
“Lady Jane Franklin — this dis¬ 
tinguished lady, relict of toe cele¬ 
brated Arctic navigator, 9far John 
Franklin, whose melancholy fate 
was for so many years, shrouded to 
gloomy mystery, came passenger 
here by the steamer Oregon from 
San Francisco, en route to Victoria, 
VJ. 

- “At Olympia she visited Gover¬ 
nor McGee, stopping some hours 
with him, during which she related 
many episodes of her life, in a very 
cheerful and animated manner. 

“At Steilacoom she visited this 
newspaper office, but, unfortunately 
for us, during our absence from 
town. 

“It will, therefore, always be a 
matter of extreme regret that we 
thus lost, by absence, an 

opportonity a lady for whom, in 
common with the American people 
generally, we have ever entertained 
the warmest sympathy and toe 
highest respect, 


“Early in our experience it fell 
to our lot to put in type several of 
Lady Franklin’s stirring appeals in 
behalf of the brave explorer, her 
husband, while there was yet strong 
grounds to hope for his rescue, and 
toe memory of these is still fresh 
in our minds.” 

I regret, too, 110 years later, 
that the editor of The Puget Sound 
Times was away when Lady Frank¬ 
lin called on him. I feel sure he 
would have done a very good 
interview with her. 

There she was, her own public 
relations officer, calling on toe 
editor of The Puget Sound Times, 
though there is no evidence she ever 
visited the offices of toe Victoria 
newspapers. 

Lady Franklin spent nearly two 
month in British Columbia after her 
Steilacoom visit. Governor James 
Douglas assigned to her, as aide-de- 
camp, Lieut. Philip Hankin, and ho 
squired her about the town. 

The Colonist reported that Lady 


Franklin and her niece, Sophia 
Cracr . t pi i ?naded Yates Street 
“accompanied by a gallant naval 
of -er, and attracted much atten¬ 
tion.” 

One day the two todies, and the 
gallant naval officer, who must have 
been Hankin, were outward-bound 
for Esquimalt, to visit toe navy, 
when their carriage broke down in 
the muddy ruts of Esquimalt Road. 
Fortunately Mr. Bowman came 
along in his express wagon, and 
offered to rescue toe ladies. 

But toe mud was so terrible 
they had trouble stepping from their 
collapsed equipage to the wagon 
when toe gallant officer took off his 
cape, spread it over the mud and 
the ladies stepped upon it to reach 
Mr. Bowman’s safely. Such chivalry, 
said the Victoria press, in a 
barbarous country such as this, was 
to be highly commended. 

The Mayor of Victoria was 
Thomas Harris, rich, rotund, lover 
of pretty ladies and fine horses, and 
he and his wife gave a bang-up 
luncheon for Lady Franklin, in their 
red brick house at the comer of 
Government and Bastion. It was 
quite an event, and the Anglican 
Bishop, Rt Rev. George Hills was 
there. 

One day there was a picnic for 
Lady Franklin, to Craigflower farm. 
The governor’s son-in-law and 
daughter, Mr. and Mrs. Alexander 
Grant Dallas, were the hosts. Th• 
party went up the Gorge in a large 
Indian war canoe, manned by 10 
boatmen from Quebec, who paddled 
furiously and sang songs. At Craig, 
flower a most recherche luncheon 
was served so The Colonist said. 


Lady Franklin went from here 
to New Westminster, to stay with 
Col. and Mrs. Richard Clement 
Moody, and then she went up to# 
Fraser to see the miners at work, 
She missed nothing. 

In 1870 Lady Franklin came 
back to Victoria, on her way back to 
London from a two-month visit to 
Alaska. She was 70 then, and so 
didn’t run about this town as much 
as she had nine years before. 

She stayed at Government 
House, though Governor Anthony 
Musgrave was away in San Fran¬ 
cisco being married to Jenny 
Lucinda,Field, an American. 

A great reception was being 
planned for toe Musgrave*, and I 
feel sure officialdom tried to per¬ 
suade Lady Franklin to remain for 
it, but she could not. She must bo 
away, for she had appointments in 
Australia, and all around the world, 
• The Colonist went all-out for too 
Musgrave reception: “Here, in Vic¬ 
toria it is that the tail of the.British 
bon, and the tip of the wing of tbs 
American eagle will meet 

“His Excellency is about to 
bring to Government House a highly 
accomplished American lady. 

“There should, therefore, be a 
fitting public welcome to the First 
Gentleman and toe First Lady of the 
Land, and a graceful compliment 
offered, through Mrs. Musgrave, to 
a powerful nation—a nation, too, 
whose citizens form no unimportant 
part of this community. 

“Let us, therefore, all of us. of 
whatever nationality or political 
shade, unite in according a suitable 
reception for Governor Musgrav# 
and his bride.” 

From toe Puget Sound Times of 
Steilacoom I went to The Times of 
London, to learn what that noted 
journal said of Lady Franklin when 
she died in July of 1875. The Times 
of London gave nearly two columns 
to toe life and times of this most 
outstanding Britisher. Few women 
of that era ever rated so muck 
space. 

The Times said: *A highly 
developed critical faculty and delir 
cate discernment had ever distin¬ 
guished her mind. 

“But she was still more distin¬ 
guished by toe strong will and clear 
reason, which searched unflinching¬ 
ly, yet reverently, into every region 
of thought; and she was possessed 
of a deep and abiding sympathy for 
those who did the like. 

“Her singular influence over 
those who shared her own advant¬ 
ages of culture and experience was 
not more remarkable than the 
ascendency which her practical 
spirit exerted over the young and 
uninformed; she had a wonderful 
perception of the needs of others, 
whether mental or material. 

“Her friends were of many 
nations and many climes, and she 
was widely admired in the United 
States, andrahe loved the people of 
tot Great Republic, but her owa 
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Neighborhood Rediscovered

The discovery of your own backyard can be a 
!delightful excursion into a world previously unsus¬ 
pected. For who, in this age of the automobile , has 
the time——or the inclination — to see beyond the 
obvious?

Our ambitious charge, in 
fact, demanded considerably more 
than once around the block, and, in 
hopes of burning off some of his 
excess energy, we grudgingly con¬ 
sented to venturing farther afield 
each morning. 

Within two days, involving four 
trips (morning and evening), we 
were as addicted to the walks as our 
four-legged friend. Living in the 
Lakehill-Christmas Hill district, we 
just have to stroll to the upper end 
of our street and we are into the 
trees and following the former CNR 
right-of-way towards Blenldnsop 
Lake (as it is shown on the map). 

-To those who have lived and 
grown up in the area, it will always 
be Lost Lake. Originally named 
because of the majestic pine forest 
which once shrouded the beautiful, 
spring-fed pond from view, Blenkin- 
sop Lake is “lost” no longer, as, 15 
or so years ago, progress oazne at 
last to this unspoiled oasis. A local 
farmer cut down virtually all of the 
towering pines and cleared away the 
lush undergrdWtft to increase his 
potato production. In summer the 
lake serves as an irrigation reser¬ 
voir for at least two neighboring 
farms. And, each year, it appears to 
recede a little more. 

We vividly recall the long hot 
summer of 1958 when, between 
soaring temperatures, chain-sawed 
forest cover, and irrigation pumps 
working day and night. Lost Lake 
dried up to little more than a 
mudhole, and visitors could see 
catfish and sunfish flopping their 
lives away in the shallows. 

But such, as we mentioned, is 
progress, and not the subject of our 
tale. 

To get back onto a happier plane: 
This is where, as teen-agers, and 
younger, we had hiked to get away 
from it all. The wilds of Lost Lake 
may not strike one as leaving 
civilization behind, but, to young¬ 
sters, it was a world apart. The 
lofty pines, leafy willow and under¬ 
brush served as an effective screen 
from normal cares. On the shaded 
lakeshore, we camped on a downy 
mattress, if memory serves us 
correctly, of dwarf dogwood—or 
were they trilliums? During mid¬ 
summer it was not uncommon to see 
the graceful yellow lady slipper, 
and, occasionally, columbine; in 


spring, it was the beautiful Easter 
lily. Also, of course, there was the 
deceptive gold of skunk cabbage. 

The smell of an open fire of 
poplar twigs invariably inspired 
appetites, and once packed lunches 
had been disposed of, we had only to 
drop a line into the placid water 
with a frayed trout fly purloined 
from a father’s tackle box to enjoy a 
snack of fresh sunfish. 

To our initial surprise, this multi- 
hued lake inhabitant’s white flesh 
proved to be quite delicious. Once 
cleaned, it remained only to poke a 
sharpened stick into the fleshy hump 
over the backbone and hold over a 
flame. Within minutes, skin and 
bone would be easily peeled away, 
resulting ip a snack fit for a 
gourmet. The ugly, bewhiskered 
catfish was willingly thrown back. 

Further benefits of summer were 
potatoes stealthily removed from the 
adjacent fields, to be cooked in the 
glowing ashes, and, as dessert, both 
large and small varieties of black¬ 
berry which still border the old 
railway line. Earlier in the season, it 
was possible to find wild straw¬ 
berries. 

Alas, those halcyon days of youth 
are gone forever. Now modem 
homes—even the shining new St. 
Margaret's School—have invaded the 
trees and meadowland of Lost Lake. 

Closer to home were the un¬ 
spoiled acres of oak, poplar and fir 
of a one-time private game farm. 
Today much of it is a housing 
development, although it is still 
possible to enjoy a short—very—- 
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countrynien were properly foremost 
in testifying their respect and 
admiration for a character of 
singular activity and intelligence,’* 

Well, as I always say, everyone 
who was anyone in the world, always 
came to Victoria, and fell in love 
with the place, usually staying far 
longer than they had intended. 

Last week it was noted here that 
Dr. William Fraser Tolmie had just 
left Steilacoom to retire in Victoria. 
Tolmie’s wife was Jane, eldest of 
the eight daughters of Hon. John 
Work of Hillside Farm, and uncle of 
Mrs. F. G. Hood of Victoria, whose 
parents were Mr. and Mrs. E. G. 
Prior, the latter being Suzette, 
youngest of the Work daughters. 

I now find in The Puget Sound 
Times that Tolmie’s place, as agent 
at Steilacoom for the Puget Sound 
Agricultural Company, was taken by 
his brother-in-law, Edward Huggins, 
whose wife was another Work 
daughter, L^titia. 

This note told me: “Shipments of 
cattle—the schooner Flying Mist has 
taken frojn this place to Victoria, 
VI., another full load of cattle.

together with some 30 head of 
horses. 

“Mr. Huggins made the ship¬ 
ment,* as he does each week, 
supplying the butchers of Victoria.” 

The Puget Sound Times could not 
keep its eyes off Victoria. 

In 1861 it ran an article entitled: 
“Victoria, then and now—according 
to a census of Victoria, V.I., 
recently taken, the population is now 
upwards of 4,000, including several 
hundred Indians. 

“When it is remembered that in 
the spring of 1858, some three and a 
half years ago, Victoria contained 
only a few dilapidated wooden 
buildings, it will be conceded that 
her growth has been quite as r^pid 
as that of some of our American 
cities. 

“In the sutnmer of '58, in a light, 
balf-jesting vein, we suggested to 
Dr. Tolmie, then- in residence 
amongst us here, the project of the 
publication of a newspaper there, he 
scouted the idea, and said many* 
years would have to elapse before 
Victoria could support a newspaper. 

“Soon after, The Gazette started, 
and was followed in a few months 
by The British Colonist, and now 


they have The Colonist, and Th# 
Press there. 

“Both are being published daily, 
and both, apparently, are well 
sustained. 

“Look at Victoria, then and now* 
We wonder what the doctor thinks of 
it now.” 

I somehow think this was a quiet 
dig at Dr. Tolmie because h* 
preferred Victoria to Steilacoom. 

There was much trade between 
Victoria and Steilacoom. There waa 
in The Puget Sound Times, this 
note: “New goods—Mr. Philip Keact* 
came in the steamer from Victoria 
with ope of the largest j invoices of 
goods brought to this place. Tha 
assortment comprises every variety; 
of drygpods, groceries, etc., amount* 
ing in value to nearly $6,000. 

All who have spare cash are 
invited to call and inspect this new 
lot of goods, which will be disposed 
of as fast as the money is produced* 
for ‘cash sales and small profits’ i# 
now the rule pursued by Mr* 
Keach.’* .

Nitinat 

Rediscovered 


By JIM HAMILTON 

Nitinat is usually*a racecourse 
for power boats undeviatingly 
beaded for coho and chinooh 
Salmon fishing off Nitinat Bar or 
Coastal beaches often obscured by 
shoreline fog while the warmer 
Waters of Nitinat smile in the 
sunshine. 

Those who want to explore the as yet . 
unappreciated shores and vicinity of Nitinat 
. should go by canoe. For safety reasons it should 
be 16 feet or more in length and best time is May 
through September. 

The trip from l&kehead must always begin 
earfty as, by 10 a.m. in late spring and summer a 
Wind picks up which, by afternoon, is a gale: a 
scene after Tom Thomson’s painting, West Wind. 
Six men drowned on it in recent years: its wild 
snoods must be respected. 

Ten days might not be enough to explore the 
environs of this salty inlet once called Etlow by 
Nitinat Indians. First day could be taken up on 
the Caycuse River. The name mentis burning 
bottom in the Nitinat dialect. Hunters had to 
scorch the splintered surface of dugouts damaged 
by hauling them over boulders in die rugged 
stream bed. - ^" 

About a mile inland there is a narrow 
passage of deep emerald green water. Moss- 
grown declines with bell flowers growing in the 
crevices in July make it a serene wilderness 
poem that long lives in the memory. Don’t let die 
eteeihead you may see there deceive you. They 
•re as jittery as the lesser yellow legs. 

Near the river mouth Swedish-born square- 
rigger veteran Otto Rosander in 1899 cleared 
several acres of land where an alder forest now 
stands. His big homestead surrounded by orchard 
and brambles was a landmark in its day. I have 
seen elk tracks in the sand and gravel bars 
pearby. 

As the wind does not die until after dark, 
Canoeists are obliged to camp overnight on a 
gravel bar or on the beach. A warm sweater is 
needed in the chilly wind. 

Early next morning paddle close along the 
lake shore. The west side of Nitinat gets the 
morning sun, but the vast shore is interesting in 
Varieties of ferns, shrubs, mosses and pristine 
mountain forest. Passing along beside a dramatic 
cliff some several hundred feet high is a solemn 
experience. Around the point is Sitting, Lady 
Falls. During heavy rainfall it tumbles down the 
mountainside in an elegant series of cascades. Air 
currents and spray are strong enough to keep a 
canoe at a respectful distance. 

Mountaineers can climb up the fall-side rock 
stages following the water course until they gain 
the lake very few people have visited. It is on the 
plateau below Mt. Rosander. The peak is an 
alpine area beckoning to those who reach the 
lake. Indian folklore says this mountain is the one 
where the mythical canoe came to rest after the 
Hood. A universal legend remembered by hunting 
people according to anthropology. 

After the falls comes a sweep of bay. 
Marchand Creek flows out of the point there. 
Named after Frenchie Marchand, a fisherman 
who lived on the ideal campsite. One night in 1937 
file young bachelor drank too much and fell off a 
fishery patrol vessel. The body was not found 
until a log raft was broken up in Victoria.

Alongside the crescent beach stands a miner’s 
cabin. By climbing up the wooded steep behind it 
high levels can be reached overlooking the 
canyon. Falla can be seen far below in the shady 
gorge where the stream leaps away over tumbled 
blocks; Maples, alder ahd fir trees grow great 
midst sword fern beds on the slopes. This is what 
bB of us dream of. Upper Capilano Canyon must 
have been like this before Cleveland Dam flooded 
*. 

Exploration of the upper canyon is an experi¬ 
ence not to be missed by those who are strong 
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and nervy. Shorts and canvas shoes are all the 
clothing needed. It is possible to edge around 
around a mist-drenched, slanted ledg at the first 
falls. A loss of foothold would only result in a 
drop into the deep pool under the falls where little' 
trout live, seemingly dwarfed by lack of feed. 
Naturalists will spend time beside the pool 
watching a Dipper dash through the falling veil 
on errands serving a nest there. The gorge is 
cheerful with its merry song and at river mouth 
both dart around beneath the surface in the 
bright shallows catching fry for their wee family. 

Farther up-canyon a narrow deft requires a 
brief swim. Then the canyon walls open out. On a 
July noon the air is hot and still, but immersion 
in the cool water makes progress very nice. The 
high, raw-looking sides of the canyon are wildly 
hacked out and mineral showings are evident. It 
is as though a melting ice field had recently 
gouged out the passage. Divorced from the 
characteristically moist coastal forest with its 
profuse richness the place is contrastingly full of 
light. The sky has an added blueness suggesting 
another time and place in geological age. 

Mineral claims are held in the vicinity which 
when access logging roads reach them may be 
developed with the expected consequences. 

On the top of the hill on the south side of the 
eanyon there is a small lake which because of its 
unique situation and biological characteristics is 
worth the steep climb up forested slopes to it. 

After camping overnight at Marchand Creek 
cross the lake to Hobiton Creek in the logged 
off Indian reservation. Site of cm oldtime Indian 
encampment, a few weathered houses still are 
used when sockeye time rolls around. Hobiton 
means, To snore. The noise made by the creek at 
night resembles that custom. In years past 
thousands of sockeye spawned in the streams 
flowing into Hobiton Lake. Salmon still go there 
thanks to department of fisheries protection. 

As Hobiton is the most beautiful of all lakes 
in the vicinity of Nitinat you must make a special 
effort to visit it soon. The surrounding forest 
may be logged. 

A canoe can be portaged up the south side of 
the creek with a bit of exertion to the lake end 
about one mile inland. There are cutthroat trout 


in the nearly three miles long reservoir lying 
beside the mountain. 

Warm sunshine plays on the breeze-creased 
lake all day and waxy yellow pond lilies grow 
picturesquely in the shallows. The trees are 
impressive. 

Those enthusiastic about wilderness lakes 
must try to locate a feasible route into the 
Tsusiat Lake only a short distance from the 
southern tip of Hobiton. Mack Robinson, who 
usually lives at Whyaok at Nitinat entrance, used 
to have trap lines around these lakes and into 
Hitchie. Ed Hickey, who lives lakeside down the 
Nitinat is also die who has visited the wilder¬ 
ness lakes before, he once had a canoe on HobitajL 

Air West will take a party of people, gear and 
canoe by Beaver float plane into any of the lakes 
for ?89 from Nanaimo or 7109 from Victoria. The 
flight at 4,500 feet from this city on clear days 
permits an interesting survey of the lower island. 

Farther down Nitinat Lake tiie less ambitious 
canoeist might pack into Oyees Lake—see it on 
maps on the east shore. The Indian Reserve 
nearby was logged last year but this has not 
significantly disturbed the small lake. With a 
small islet orf^it and a scenic setting with Ro¬ 
under, Smokehouse, Carmanah and other peaks 
looming above the northeast shone a whole after¬ 
noon can be pleasantly spent there. 

A suggested campsite might be at a creek 
farther south on the east shore opposite a high 
islet. The water is clear and pure. Going back 
into the second growth forest huge cedar stumps 
and logs will be noticed. Sixty years agp John 
Nicholson pre-empted the spot. Like several other 
attempts to settle on Nitinat dreams ended 
tragically. Young Nicholson perished in the war. 
In those days, when Nitinat was the richest 
salmon fishery for its size in the province, there 
were several log huts and shake homes on its 
shores. 

In 1918 the U.S.-based Lummi Bay Packing 
Co. produced 84,000 cases of salmon, 20,000 more 
than were packed at any other cannery in the 
province. That year, in addition to the processed 
salmon, five million pounds were exported to 
Washington State. The fishing gear used was two 
puroe-nets and • trap driven at the mouth of the 









Mltinat River at Iakehead. On accasion the 
cannery floor waa four-feet deep in salmon. No 
run could long support such ruthless exploitation. 
They were vestigial by the 1930s. 

If the Nicholson campsite is not as expected 
Oil water bottles and paddle past the island into a 
horseshoe bay. Named Dinner Bay, it's protected 
from offshore wind. The sandy beach and deep 
water make it a desirable anchorage. 

A rewarding group project would be to make 
a trail from Dinner Bay into Cheewat Lake, just 
over the land rise. To fully enjoy this superb lnW» 
a canoe is a necessity. Large trout frequent creek 
outlets on the east shore. Roads in the BCFP 
logging area make only Doobah and Sprise Lakes 
accessible. 

Next day canoe should skirt the shoreline 
leisurely as there is a lot to notice if you are 
watching and listening. There are often eagles 
and seals around in spring. Groups of gulls feed 
on herring fry and sometimes a bear will be 
noticed. Early in June crabapple and nine bark 
blossoms are a creamy accent Later in the 
season goat's beard festoons foe lake edge. Sharp 
eyes may see a sockeye jump. TroH for trout near 
creek outlets on Nitinat. Perserverance is often 
surprisingly rewarded. These fish are often pink 
and have a vague salmon taste. Some people call 
them sea trout 

Approaching another islet in a big elbow bay 
the sound of a stream splashing down the 
mountainside will be detected. In an outboard 
driven boat men miss all foe creeks, scare all 
wildlife—no wonder they come back disappointed. 
The islet is a perfect place to spend an after¬ 
noon on. Pleasant swimming off it With beauti¬ 
ful views all around. The sea water, changed 
regularly by tidal action through the nearby - 
Narrows, is pleasantly temperatured on a warm 
day. In the scanty soil grow chocolate lilies to 
charm naturalists and wild onions to accent their 
sandwiches or stew. They are strong — one is 
enough! 

Seals sometimes surface and snort at 
swimmer's. Nitinat Cone is impressive in the 
afternoon sun which picks up added intensity 
from nearby coastline mist A light breeze blowing 
— conditions are perfect on a clear day. 

Nitinat* is an interesting marine biological 
area visited annually by a University of 
Washington research vesseL I have noticed 
seldom seen marine animals not accessible in the 
ocean. Scuba diving could discover many unique 
animal forms. 

In the shallow bay to the south, site of an 
early days' logging oamp, there are butter clams. 

As food in the summer they are suspect 
They may contain the poisonous micro-organism 
responsible for deaths, at Clayoquot and other 
areas where shellfish occur in protected waters. 
Biologists warn that the familiar mussel growing 
plentifully on foe exposed coast is also sometimes 
Infected during warm months. 

' In 1942 Nitinat was stained wine red with an - 
outbreak of epidemic size. Very minute quantities 
can be fatal. Numbness around the lips and loss 
of sensation in the extremities are symptoms and 
the victim should take an emetic promptly. In 1793 
Captain Vancouver's men ate mussels so infected 
at Finlayson Channel, Milbank Sound. They drank 
hot sea water, the only emetic available, and only 
one eaman died. Death can result in four hours* 
time. 

Those intending to hike up to file Tsusiat Falls 
Should not take their canoes down the Narrows to 
the trail beginning across from Whyack. When 


thev return foe current might be flowing too 
swiftly causing a long delay. A vortex develops 
mid-river which could easily capsize a light 
canoe. c 

Approaching the narrow passage, hug the 


west bank and just before turning into the fin# 
narrow you will notice a gravel landing. Secure 
the canoe there and go up the steep bank into the 
forest where the former trail will lead you out tfr 
the new cutting. * 
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chickadees, hummingbirds, thrushes 
and woodpeckers. Sadly, it has been 
some time since we last thrilled to 
the antics of a hooded stellar jay.

On a considerably smaller scale, 
Lost Lake abounds in members of 
foe bee and wasp fatmlies, which 
harvest the prickly thistle bordering 
the gravel railroad bed. 

With the coming of autumn, the 
whispering poplar and alder become 
giant ha tracks after a final blaze of 
color, outstretched antlers marking 
the all-too-soon arrival of winter. 
During this period, as mother nature 
slows her pace, old Jack Frost lays 
hto crystalline touch upon dewy 
branch and pool, creating a jewelled 
fantasy of silver. 

then tt is winter and snow 
all in gSstening white. This 
to foe time we like best : When to 
walk through the slumbering fringes

of Lost Lake is to literally escape 
reality, if only for moments. Homes 
are but several hundreds of yards 
away, yet here we are totally alone. 
The only sign that man has ever 
visited this tiny spot on foe globe is 
that of our own tracks in foe snow. 
Then a chill wind, with the brisk 
efficiency.of an invisible housewife, 
sweeps them away and all is 
undisturbed once more. 

Then, through foe swirling white¬ 
ness, we can see those idols of 
industry high voltage power lines* 
held aloft on miniature eiffel towers, 
and we are reminded that It is time 
to return. Reluctantly, we head 
back. Minutes later, we have left foe 
trees behind. Ahead, our path, as 
recently as last summer, is blocked 
by another new home and we bear 
left across an open field. Back on

the street, its pavement happily 
blanketed in snow, three toddlers, 
barely old enough io walk, it seems, 
are taking turns pulling each other 
on a sled, and we have fleeting 
memories of another time. 

Then we are home again. Around 
the house, starlings, crows, robins 
and several seagulls scramble for a 
meal of bread crumbs, fat and 
chicken feed. In another yard, 
others are loudly fighting over a bag 
of suet hanging from a branch. 

So ends another journey of 
exploration into the wilds of Saanich. 
Come spring, it will be time to again 
explore this postage stamp of peace 
in search of foe first wild crocus, 
and hers and there, a vagrant 
daffodil or iris. Perhaps, if we are 
lucky, we will encounter such old 
friends as the peacock and chocolate 


lily. ,

— if you are still with us — to urg# 
upon you the joys of walking, seeing 

— and appreciating. The next tim* 

you have to run to the corner store* 
this one time, walk. For all the tails 
of pollution, fresh air is yet to btt 
found! For Victoria is a city rarely 
blessed, where most residents can' 
still, within a few feet of their 
doorsteps, enjoy the wonderful 
sights and sounds of nature* 
Remember that all times of thd 
year, all types of weather, offe* 
their own rewards. A stroll along m » 
rain-slicked sidewalk, or along a 
deserted, wind-swept beach, is eut 
refreshing as a walk down a country 
lane in summer. t

| Albert Louie of the Chemainus 
Indian Band put it there and visi¬ 
tors often translate it as: “Come, 
took at the sun,** but a century ago 
that name carried an aura of hor¬ 
ror that was still fresh in the native 
■oind.

The site is on a sun-washed point just 
northeast of Evening Cove on the edge of Oyster 
Bay, opposite Ladysmith. Its dark soil, flecked 
pith broken shell testifies that this has been 
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THESE HEWN TIMBERS are all that remains el longhouse at Big Roots. 
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Man land for centuries. Albert Louis' ancestors 
must have been brave men to settle on a place 
named for the silent terrof that legend places in 
gie dim ‘‘long ago." 

My wife Cathy and I were there because of a 
theory I had been nursing for half a lifetime. 

"No matter, how wild and improbable these 
stories may appear,” I declared with a show of 
conviction, "they must have been founded on 
truth, and something mentioned in the legends 
should have endured the years. If we could find 
only one of these relics we could say, ‘Aha! That 
much is true! Perhaps there is more truth in the 
rest of the story.”' 

This was the challenge, and what better way 
to sp£ad the summer than hunting down legends. 
Cathy assembled the gear for an expedition. 

This is how we came to Com-Lo-Quathon, 
Place of Big Boots, but we never expected signs 
to point the way. 

According to the story this was a favorite 
Camping place for the native people who shuttled 
tip and down Stuart Channel in their canoes. This 
waterway was a busy highway as the Chemainus 
and Cowichan people visited between villages, and 
the Haidas or Bella Bellas swept down from the 
north to bring death or slavery to the southern 
tribes. 

During aH the coming and going over the 
jears the permanent residents of the point 
watched silently, becoming ever more resentful. 
They were of a superior race that measured a life¬ 
span in centuries and could endure the most 
severe weather without huddling over a fire as 
the transients did. This sturdy race of trees 
crowded down the tide-line along file point, and 
ever the centuries they had watched the human 
traffic and reached a decision. 

As any fool knows, trees cannot speak except, 
Sls the legend specifies, during that special time 
when the wind blows strongly from the northwest 
and the sea become the color of ink. Then the 
branches thrash in the wind and the voices of 
trees can be heard. 

"These two-legged things are a menace," said 
the alder. "They cut here and they bum there. 
Where will it end?" 

"You haven’t much to wo rr y about,” replied 
the cedar. "You’re not much good for anything 
but firewood. The two-legs make houses and 
canoes out of us." 

All the trees on the point began to speak at 
knee, and nothing was decided by nightfall. 
Normally a wind from the northwest dies down 
With the coming of darkness, but on this fateful 
evening the branches continued to thrash wildly 
end waves thudded onto the beach below them. 

When dawn came the voices became weaker, 
but by that time a decision had been reached. As 
file % wind died, fading voices of trees were 
Repeating: "Kill men! Kill men!” 


Toward evening three warring brothers came 
from the north, their paddle strokes urgent and 
strong because the enemy was following. Their 
foray against the northern people had been like 
4 poking a hornets’ nest. They looked over their 
shoulders as the paddles drove them forward, but 
they saw no pursuers. 

They were tired to the point of exhaustion, 
but ahead was a good camping place. Surely 
there was time for rest. They sped toward the 
shore where overhanging trees would conceal the 
smoke of a campfire. 

The elder brother, remained on watch, while 
the second brother hauled up the canoe. The third 
brother gathered wood for the fire. His elders 
hea^rd chopping sounds then a horrified shout

prove that a small boat, designed 
and built on Canada?s west coast 
could take a sailor safely around 
the world . His Tilikum is now pre¬ 
served in our maritime museum 
and the tradition he established is 
followed by an ever-increasing list 
of adventurers . The most recent 
names added to this scroll are Hal 
and Margaret Roth in their small 
Vasscouver-built sloop Whisper . 

Hal Roth, an American, is a photographer 
«id journalist by profession. His wife Margaret, 
born in India, is an English girl who worked as a 
secretary for many years in San Francisco. 
Having no children they make a perfect sealing 
team of adventurer writers. Roth .served in the 
armed forces during the Second World War. 

fii his earlier days Hal did some moun¬ 
taineering which he later chronicled in a book 
Pattiway in the Sky. He has also written about 
photography in Time and Place and has just 
completed the story of his latest sailing 
adventure, Two an a Big Ocean. 

When asked why be chose to buy a Canadian- 
built Spencer 35 for their home afloat rather than 
one of the many fibreglass designs produced near 
his home town, San Francisco, Hal replied: “We 
liked the more personal touch at every stage of 
construction. The workmanship was superb in 
•very way and it is very solidly built. The entire 
boat Is virtually a custom job and not just one off 
the assembly line." The black hulled sloop 
Whisper, launched in Vancouver in late 1965 has 
been their home ever since. 

This winter they returned to Vancouver 
Mand tieing up at Sidney on Christmas Day. 
They had completed a 15-day passage from San 
Francisco at a time when lower Vancouver Island 
was experiencing the stormiest season on record 
for these waters. Whisper lay a-hull for two days 
off Cape Mendocine on the California coast while 
a 50-knot gale blew itself out 

••That North Pacific in December is a 
demon/* said Roth. “A sustained force nine-gale 
•an kick up quite a raging sea. 

“One night a big wave broke on board with an 
Impact that was like a dynamite blast Water was 
suddenly everywhere. The blow shattered a 
rudder fitting but we soon pumped out and made 

sqpairs." 

In spite of lie storms encountered Hal 
•onsidered they had made a slow passage up the 
•oast They ran into intermittent calms when the 
wind died and they were left slatting in the 
Pacific swells. Once around Cape Flattery and in 
Sight of beautiful B.C. however, everything 
became literally plain sailing with a favoring wind 
and calmer waters. Margaret said, “We tied up 
at Van Isle (Sidney) in time to open a canned 
turkey we had been saving for our Christmas 
dinner.** 

The Roths started sailing long before they 
bought Whisper. They sailed extensively in the 
Mediterranean and the Caribbean, chartering 
boats until they were quite sure this was the life 
they wanted. On the psychological effect of living 
a lonely life in such confined quarter* Hal had 
this to say: 

“On a small cruising yacht there I* no time 
Id be bored. Apart from the routine navigational 
duties there are fnnumerable chores, repairs and 
maintenance of gear and sails, to say nothing of 
•ooking meals and straight housekeeping. Wa 
have met a great many other deep tea sailors

Mke ourselves In our travels. Sooner or later all 
paths cross. We carry a library of 250 books on 
board and are continually engaged in writing 
down our experiences. 

“Hal has made a lot of changes and 
Improvements in die boat,*’ said Margaret. “In 
five years we have practically rebuilt the yacht 
Our home is a small world of course but we like 
it and have fbund a new dimension in living. The 
cost i* about one-tenth of living ashore in the 
U.S.A 

Whisper's main cabin is finished in teak 
throughout and is a joy to visit It is beautifully 
erafted and warm to the touch, quite a difference 
from the usual concept of a fibreglass hull. 

To overcome the problem of internal sweating 
that is so common in this material, Margaret has 
patiently fitted and cemented a coarse carpeting 
to the inner skin of the boat She said: “It i* not 
easy to do in the narrow spaces behind the 
shelves and storage cupboards that line the in¬ 
side, as there are no straight lines in the hull 
of a yacht Each piece had to be cut and fitted 
separately.** 

Cooking, and in northern waters heating, is 
achieved with kerosene burners, and three brass 
coal oil lamps mounted on gimbals provide a soft 
even light There is also a battery lighting system 
but this is not used much as the 14-horse diesel is 
needed for re-charging. 

The highlight of the Roth’s sailing adventure* 
was a carefully prepared plan to sail around the 
entire Pacific rim. Hal wanted to use his 
photographic skill to create a picture story of 
such a voyage. For months he tudied every 


available piece of first band literature on these 
waters along with the pilot and coastal charts. 

The most favorable months for weather had to be 
selected for each area before setting out from 
San Francisco. To begin Hal and Margaret sailed 
their six-ton sloop south to Tahiti, and then by 
way of many island groups, west and north to 
Japan. 

“We then headed east across the North 
Pacific,** said Margaret, “and visited the Aleutian 
Islands, Alaska and the Queen Charlottes before 
heading south. We had the honor of being the first 
small boat to circumnavigate the entire Pacific 
Basin, the achievement of a long-held dream. W« 
got to know Tahitian fishermen, Samoan 
policemen, Micronesian farmers, Japanese stu¬ 
dents, Aleuts — all kinds of people — and our 
lives are richer for these friends.” 

Whisper’s Pacific cruise took nearly twn 
years and logged 19,000 miles. During this tim# 

Hal shot 12,000 feet of 16 mm color film which 
was edited into a 90-minute movie. They hare 
presented this along with a lecture to audience* * 
in Los Angeles and San Francisco and are now ^ 
planning to offer it in Victoria. 

“Many people are interested in small ships ^ 
and life aboard p cruising yacht,” said Hal. “Our / 
sailing film not only deals with the people, place* - 
and wildlife we saw in the Pacific but shows 
day-to-day life aboard Whisper. r^r

pound If a meat thermometer is used it should 
register 185 degrees F. Season meat with salt and 
seasoned pepper rubbed into the surface before

“That was the year my father, 
George Songster, arrived in Vie* 
toria from Aberdeen, Scotland. He 
was an enterprising young man of 
19 and very quickly found himself 
a job—peddling meat on horse¬ 
back.** So says Alex Sangster of 
West Saanich Road as he recounts 
captirating stories of his family’s 
pioneering days on the Saanich 
Peninsula. 

George's employer was Robert Porter who 
•wned a farm and slaughterhouse at Burnside 
and who opened Victoria’s first butcher shop. If 
you look high up hi the bri ck work of die building 
at the northwest corner of Douglas and Johnson 
Streets you eaa still read the words Porter 






Block. There Is a men’s clothing store there 
now. 

Young George soon rose to become Porter’s 
bookkeeper. Then he fell in love with and married 
Mrs. Porter's niece, Genevieve Haldon, who was 
bom in 1864 in a log cabin at Craigflower and 
attended the old school there. Her father, John. 
Haldon, cleared land on the Saanich Peninsula 
which is now well known as Blink Bonnie Farm. 

Haldon’s bachelor sons, John and Foster, 
went to the Klondike to seek their fortune and 
leased the farm to their brother-in-law George 
Sangster. George and Genevieve ran a mixed 
farm there and lived in the original log cabin with 
their children — Catherine, Margaret, Alexander, 
George (called KeBy), Genevieve, Alice and Vie- 
toria. It was a beautiful property of 1,200 acres 
stretching from the eastern slope of Mount New¬ 
ton down to the shoreline. 

Now all that remains of the cabin is a mound 
of grass-ground handmade bricks, but to this day 
Genevieve’s yellow rose-bush faithfully wafts its 
fragrance on every summer breeze. And the 
Sangster family still treasure their mother’s 
yellowing silk wedding gown with loving 
remembrance. 

When the Haldon brothers returned from the 
Klondike George and Genevieve bought a 
property of their own a few miles farther north 
up the Peninsula near to the existing airport 
entrance. There they developed a mixed farm 
and rented additional land tor hop growing. The 
attractive “saltbox” farmhouse they built still 
stands north of McTavish Road and Is now owned 
by J. F. Rickard. 

Alex Sangster, the elder son, well remembers 
the hardships of farm life In those early days. 
“Even as a small child I got up every morning at 
& to help with the milking and other chores,” he 
fkys. “And then we had to walk live and a half 
miles to school in Sidney. There was a school 
much nearer to us on Mills Road, but we were 
not in that school district so we had to trudge into 
Sidney and back every day. That meant treking 
along McTavish Road — called Breed’s Road in 
those days — and then along the V and S railway 


ere wasn’t much excitement to break the 


monotony of hard work but one day when the 
younger son, Kelly, was four years old he was 


lost and everyone on the farm knocked off work 
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to look for him. They searched and searched until 
someone spotted the small boy perched on the 
peak of the big bam 40 feet above the ground and 
watching with satisfaction the consternation he 
had caused. 

The outstanding event of Alex’s childhood 
occurred when he was nine years old and m 
memory it glows as an enormously big adventure. 
He and his friend Ernie Munro, who was 11, were 
entrusted with the task of bringing 100 sheep 
from Porter’s farm at Burnside to “Lady” White- 
Birch’s property at Deep Cove near the present 
Birch Road. 

As the two boys boarded a train oh the V and 
S Railway at Sidney they felt full of importance. 
Mr. Porter, owner of the farm and slaughter¬ 
house, who was Alex’s great-uncle, met the train 
at Royal Oak and drove them by horse and buggy 
to Burnside where they spent the night By 7 
the next morning they were on their way driving 
the herd of bleating sheep along the road before. 
them. In those days the trail crossed Mount 
Newton at a high elevation well above the 
existing West Saanich Road. 

“We drove the sheep over that rugged hill and 
ran a lot of extra miles chasing strays,” Alex 
says. “We were on the road about 12 hours, so it 
was two very- tired little boys who arrived home 
late that evening.

The land stretched from the West 
Saanich Road east to where the International 
Airport buildings now^ stand. It was cleared by 
horse, using Chinese, Japanese and East Indian 
labor. , * 

“People thought we were very up-to-date when 
father bought a steam donkey,” Alex says and 
laughs at the memory of that contraption. 

As the crew laid the forest low a magnificent 
vista stretching to toe snow-cloaked sentinel of 
Mount Baker opened up and there George 
Sangster built a new farmhouse and barm.

The 
new owners, Francis Bishop and George Clark, 
ran a milk business to Victoria and were also 
successful in real estate. Both young were 
bachelors and became attracted by two English 
girls, the Darrell sisters, who helped Mrs, 
Bradley-Dyne on her farm across the toad. 
George Clark married Alice Darrell and Francte 
Bishop married her sister, to 1912 Clark bought

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•at Bishop and since then the property has been 
known as the Clark Farm. 

"Mr. Clark drove a Cadillac with great brass 
headlamp, which were polished so that they 
shone like fireworks and always left us boys 
awestruck when he drove past,” says Roy Tutte, 
a neighbor. And the old steam donkey gave way 
te a big Fordson tractor with fearsome steel- 
apiked wheels.” 

By 1914 George Clark had tom down the big 
bani and in its place built an impressive 
residence with 12 spacious rooms. He left the 
original farmhouse standing behind it. Life was 
lived in the new house on a truly lavish scale. In 
the early days the staff included a governess for 
the children. Luxurious parties there became 
famous and even now it takes little imagination to 
picture those elegantly attired guests sweeping 
flown the double stairway. 

Today the beautiful white house with 14 wide 
Granite steps leading to its 80-foot verandas is 
discretely shielded from the West Saanich Road 
by tall ornamental trees. Once again the house 
and garden ring with the happy sounds of young 
people because 10 years ago the domestic section 
af the property was bought by Mr. and Mrs. 
Thomas Thomson who have two sons and a 
daughter. It seems fitting they should he the 
owners because "Tofnmy” Thomson’s mother 
was Joyce Brethour, daughter of the family who 
pioneered the neighboring 2,000 acres where the 
Sown of Sidney now sprawls. 

The big house was built of the finest 
materials available and every detail is appreci¬ 
ated and treasured by its present owners. Nancy 
Thomson showed me some of the special features 
and pointed to the massive granite fireplaces with 
unusual olive-green and burnt-orange tiles which 
are believed to be of Italian workmanship. There 
are some handsome stained glass windows both 
upstairs and down and fortunately the craftsman 
In this case left his name on a window beside the 
front door. It reads, “A. F. Roy, Maker, Dunedin 
Street, Victoria." In the large billiard room the 
original slate and oak table remains and is in use 
by the Thomson family. Ian, at 19, and Christine 
and Larry who are younger are all expert at the 
game. 

The family is also farm-minded. Christine is a 
member of the 4-H Club and her flock of 
registered Suffolk sheep graze near the house. A 
gaggle of Toulouse geese lend a decorative touch 
as they roam through the orchard. 

In the distant fields stand Highland cattle 
reminiscent of a Landseer painting. The wide- 
spreading ham where they are housed shows 
unmistakable Oriental influence and was built for 
George Clark in 1923 by Chinese workers. This 
bam is on the farm section of the property which 
now belongs to Stan Poison who renovated for his 
own family the original farmhouse which George 
and Genevieve Sangster built for theirs more than 
•0 years ago. 

The big white house of the Thomson family 
stands nearer to West Saanich Road than the 
farm and is surrounded by gardens. And that is 
where the mystery came from. 

One day when Tommy Thomson was plowing 
Ids vegetable garden at the side of the house he 
turned up a strange object. It looked rather like a 
child’s coffee pot made of grey metal and in 
undamaged condition. There was much excite¬ 
ment in the family when it came to light. Could 
It possibly he . . .? Yes. Experts verified that it 
Is indeed an odd bleeding cup. 

Members of the Thomson family began to 
speculate on its origin. They found that from 1861 
to 1896 Dr. Jphn Sebastian Helmcken owned a 
large tract of land stretching from their property 
flown to the Saanich Inlet. Could the bleeding cup 
have belonged to the famous doctor? If^o what 
Illness or accident brought him here? And why 
was the receptacle discarded while in good 
condition? Perhaps some clue will emerge 
eventually from the history of Dr. Helmcken. 
Perhaps it will always remain a mystery.

For some days the weatherman had 
been threatening us with dire predictions 
of things to come, but, in spite of them all, 
Jan. 10, 1971, again dawned with Victoria 
still dad in its usual pleasant green gar¬ 
ments. However, by early afternoon the 
weatherman had tuned in right on the 
beam. The wind blowing wild and free out 
of the southwest soon brought tempera¬ 
tures down to 30, pelting us with a profu¬ 
sion of oversize snowflakes, we were really 
in the grip of winter. 

Next morning the wind had settled to 
northeast with temperatures at 22 and still more 
snow forecast. Not at all like Victoria and very 
soon the cold, and snow, had traffic badly 
snarled. Come to think of it, we had no busses to 
chum up the snow for us and splash the slush to 
the roadsides. Perhaps too, with short memories, 
we had forgotten December, 1968, and January, 
1969, how do these compare? 

The following are extracts taken from one 
man’s log, compiled at Gordon Head, 1^4 miles 
from the sea, and at the 75-foot level. 

Thursday, December 26. Temperature 43*27 — 
snow, 2-3 inches. Cleaned greenhouse flues, 
matted frames, secured all round.

When Gordon S. Reade decided 
that hit. commission in the regu¬ 
lar Canadian Army did not offer 
the challenge he desired he re¬ 
signed in May, 1919. If he was to 
fulfill a boyhood desire to hunt 
grizzly bear he had better go west 
to Vancouver to look for employ¬ 
ment somewhere along the north¬ 
ern coast. _ 

At that time he did not realize that graduation 
from 1 the Royal Military College at Kingston, his 
y e « ra commissioned in Canadian 
Field Artillery through most of the First World' 
War, and the Bond Street cut of his clothes were 
*°t the test recommendations for an up-coast job. 

At Vancouver, while being interviewed by 
Richard Gosse of the Gosse and Millard Cannery 
later chairman of the board of B.C. Packers! 
Gordon learned, years later, that his calloused 
hands overcame the other shortcomings. With a 
curt: “you’ll do,” he was given a job at the Bella 
Bella cannery at $90 a month, his board and a 
chit good for passage on the Union Steamship's 
Venture. 

But not until Gordon was on the street did he 
learn that Bella Bella was 300 miles north of 
Vancouver, nor did he know the nature of his - 
duties until after he walked down the gangplank 
at the cannery. 

Given a broom, he was shown where to start 
putting the cannery in shape after the winter shut¬ 
down. He was shown cobwebs, the tanks to clean 
and scour, rust to chip and the maze of 
machinery to be cleaned from its protective 
coating of grease. Reade stayed with the cannery 
company going through all the processes until 
193d when he was accepted, after examination, to 
the position of fishery inspector at Bella Bella for 
the federal department of fisheries. 

When Gordon picked up that broom at Bella 
Bella little did he realize that his working life 
would revolve around the fishing industry. 

Beginning at the bottom he advanced step by 
step to end up very close to the top as the central 
area director of fisheries for Jthe federal 
government. After 40 years Gordon retired in 
1960, having served eight years with the Gosse 
and Millard Company and 32 years with the 
department of fisheries. » t . 

There was not very much at Bella Bella when 
Gordon Reade landed there in 1920. There is even 
less today for the cannery was closed down a 
long time ago. Fish taken there today by Indian 
fishermen and others are iced, picked up by 
company fishpackers for transportation to Namu 
or Prince Rupert. 

There were, and still are two Bella Bellas. The 
old cannery town, an icing station now, boarding 
houses and quarters for permanent employees 
were on Campbell Island facing east across 
Llama Channel. There is an airport there now. 
The Indian village on Denny Island on the other 
•ide of the narrow channel comprised the Indian 
dwellings, the church, hospital and cottages for 
the missionary, doctor and teacher. 

Gordon looks back with great pleasure to the- 
years, the 1920s and through the 1930s that he 
spent at Bella Bella, Several amusing and 
interesting incidents have been reported already 
in The Islander, Gold blooms’ Furs — Sept. 27, 
1970, and the Game Solo on Jan. 31*, 1971. ^ 4 ,

The Kitkatlas tribe of the Tsimshians had 
invited the Bella Bella to a great potlatch. Since 
that day the Bella Bella had Saved and striven to 
accumulate goods, money, food and other things 
in readiness to repay with a bigger and more 
lavish potlatch at the proper occasion. In native 
economy a potlatch given in return for another 
should be bigger, grander and the Bella Bella 
were determined to do something outstanding, 
something that would never be forgotten. 

“I was invited to this potlatch which in the 
Bella Bella tongue was “Maxwa,” great potlatch, 
rather than “Pesa,” a lesser potlatch,” said 
Gordon. “I attended many of the ceremonies, I 
witnessed dances in which masked dancers 
performed, but there were others that no white 
mail might see. At a potlatch there are gifts for 
everybody. My present was a silver dollar 
presented with hearty thanks just because I was 
there. 

“When the time came for the guests to return 
home I went down to the wharf not only to see 
them depart but to wish my Indian friends 
goodbye. And there I had never seen so much of 
the world’s goods in an Irwhan camp piled on the 
wharf for loading aboard the Union steamer tor 
Chief Gambel and his people to take home. There 
were hundreds of sacks of flour, Hudson's Bay 
blankets piled high; rifles, pots and pans, dishes, 
furniture, chairs, sewing machines, many other 
things even complete bedroom sets. 

“At the toot of the gangplank, beside Chief 
Humchidt, a pretty Indian girl, who showed white 
blood, stood holding her youngest child, a baby 
boy. Bessie had tour other children and since 
Bella Bella belong to a matriarchal society the 
women had a lot to say as to who fathered their 
children. 

“I knew something about this baby that Bessie 
held,” Gordon said, “for a good friend, a white 
man, had been one of Bessie’s lovers. When he 
was called away suddenly he confided to me that 
Bestfle was pregnant by him. Would I, be asked, 
take care of things if he sent me the money?

Ford Creek is the official name 
of what was once a gurgling , 
bubbling and picturesque water¬ 
way where salmon fought their 
passage up to spawn each year. 
Now? It no longer gurgles music¬ 
ally due to the severe - decrease in 
the volume of water. If it bubbles 
anywhere it is with white, foam¬ 
ing, death-deeding detergents. 

Each year representatives of the department 
of fisheries come to inspect Ford Creek. They 
come, they inspect, they depart There the matter 
ends. They are, I presume, doing a job, but what 
is it? What effects do their visits have? So far I 
haven't been able to discover the answer. 

Ford Creek on Salt Spring Island is fed by 
many tributaries from Mount Maxwell down 
through the lush valley with its farms and from 
Ford Lake from which the creek takes its name. 
In one spot a septic tank, perched on the edge of 
one of these tributaries, appears to drain directly 
" into it. The foaming detergent build-up seemed to 
be from a dairy farm. True, some of the visual 
evidence of pollution has become less than it was 
but hie deadly effects still survive. 

Until recently sparkling, lively brook trout 
swam in this particular tributary. For the 
fishermen who enjoy matching wits with these 
swift-swimming trout it must be a bitter 
disappointment that he can now fish aft day and 
catch nothing. 

j Last year, I was told, only three trout

between nine and 12 inches in length were caught 
These were not the firm, hungry fish that once 
swam merrily in the crystal clear waters. They 
were soft, listless, unhealthy and it was no sport 
to catch them. I cannot testify to the taste, but I 
don't think I'd have relished the chance to eat 
any. 

Just lately, loaded dump trucks were backed 
to the very edge of the bank of this feeder stream 
and emptied into the brook below. It worked 
better than a beaver dam shutting off completely 
the tributary to Ford Creek. The result? Just 
wait! The salmon go up that creek to spawn. 
Their fighting, splashing battles to complete their 
life cycle was so loud it would waken people 
living along the creek. Now? How can a salmon 
hope to go up to spawn under such appalling 
conditions? 

I am told their instinct makes them 
resourceful, but I doubt that even the fighting 
initiative of spawning salmon can overcome such 
odds. 

Many times I've heard people say they are 
sick to death of the discussions, public and 
private, of pollution. Discussions sometimes bring e 
actions. Even so, to some humans pollution should 
join the growing list of dirty words. I like to think 
these people are in the minority but perhaps not 
since there seems to be so much talk and so little 
action. 

Perhaps pollution is man's way of aiding 
nature in cutting down on the population 
explosion, whether voluntary or involuntary 
matters not 

If it is plan’s way of helping nature on this 
continent it isn't too effective. I thought it was 
the numbers of humans we were supposed to be 
controlling—-not the beautiful salmon. Man can 
always find other food, but salmon cannot change 


their instinctive knowledge vin so short a time. 
Must we continue to permit these lovely salmon 
to become extinct? Are we again going to stand 
idly by? Are we again going to shrug off our 
collective responsibility? Will this year bring us 
another ineffective visit by the representatives of 
the department of fisheries? 

Of course this is only a small place. Fulford 
Harbor is a popular weekend spot for native 
British Columbians, tourists from other countries, 
and the families and friends of those of us who 
are fortunate enough to live here. 

Just how fortunate we are may be measured 
by limp, sickly fish that are no longer deliciously 
edible. We may even become limp and sickly due 
to our carelessness and selfishness. These very 
qualities may defeat us yet. If we permit Ford 
Creek to dry up completely then we will have 
deserved the results of making Fulford Harbor as 
■unsuitable for quiet enjoyment as the many 
places some of us escaped from in order to corns’ 
here and live our own lives. 

It's true that they too serve who stand and 
wait but in this instance it will merely continue to 
bring disaster closer. 

What is the use of one of our public-spirited 
residents creating the beautiful Drummond Park 
for children to play and parents and friends to 
picnic? If we are going to continue to let our 
brooks dry up and pollute the ones we haven’t 
yet managed to reduce in quality, who will want 
to picnic? If we do nothing we will not only be 
fools but we'll be dangerous foods. Let us wake up 
in time. It's later than we think. We can reverse 
the process by encouraging the salmon to in¬ 
crease and the humans, separated from the 
lower animals by our ability to reason, to de¬ 
crease. It can work if we cease our talking and 
atari acting.

The corpse had to be dug up 
to stop malicious gossip. 

This is part of the strange tale 
of John Angus “Cariboo” Cam- 
» eron that had its start in Victoria. 

Cameron preserved his wife's 
body in alcohol and shipped it, 
via Cape Horn, from Victoria to 
Cornwall, Ont.—a distance of more 
than 12,000 miles! 

His wife had four funerals, two 

♦ 

caskets and three burials. 

It all happened because Cam-* 
eron loved his wife, devotedly. 

On Feb. 22, 1862, John Angus Cameron 
disembarked at Victoria on the first step of an 
adventure which was to see him showered with 
Dame Fortune's blessings and simultaneously 
stalked by stark tragedy. 

With him was his attractive wife, daughter of 
a neighbor back in Ontario, and their 14- 
month-old child. The child died the first week in 
Victoria of some unaccountable disease. 

Cameron and his wife buried the youngster 
here and went north to the Cariboo territory to 
seek gold. He had $40. 

The first winter tragedy struck again. Mrs. 
Cameron contracted typhoid fever and died. Her 
body was placed in a tin coffin which in turn was 
placed in a larger wooden one, and the affair 
placed in an empty shack to await spring. 

Cameron had promised his wife on her 
deathbed that she would be buried at home in 
Ontario. A bleak, lonely funeral service was said 
by her husband, assisted by a newly acquired 

partner, Robert Stevenson. __ M _ 

Two days after the sombre funeral Cariboo 
returned to the diggings. At a depth erf 22 feet 
efforts brought rewards. , 

Gold literally stuck out all over the rock. The 
partners were rich beyond their wildest dreams. 
Finding the gold allowed Cariboo to keep the

promise to his wife, so he set off to Victoria with 
Stevenson. The coffin was lashed to a toboggan. 
Atop was a meagre supply of provisions, a keg 
of rum and 50 pounds of gold dust 

The 400-mile journey was a nightmare of 
snow, storms, disease-ridden villages—smallpox 
was scouring the Indians — and countless snow 
graves. But they plunged on, wearing out three 
horses they'd bought to haul the toboggan the 
snow further south became lighter. 

Nearly dead with exhaustion they reached 
Port Douglas which though an outpost was 
civilization of sorts. From there they took a side- 
wheeler to Victoria. 

In Victoria Cariboo had the tin casket filled 
with alcohol, securely sealed, and Mrs. Cameron 
had her second funeral and first burial. 

The partners returned promptly to the 
Cariboo territory leaving Mrs. Cameron’s re¬ 
mains safely underground in Victoria. 

They worked hard, and within a matter of 
months Cariboo had realized $350,000 from his 
claim—an extremely large sum in those days. He 
thought this was enough money, and decided to

quit the north and take his wife’s body back east. 

The trip was made via Cape Horn to New York 
and thence to Cornwall. 

But at the international border there was 
trouble. Customs men refused to believe the 
coffin contained only a body and alcohol. Weight 
of the casket, 450 pounds, led them to think it was 
filled with gold. 

However, by signing numerous affidavits and 
subjecting himself to many interviews with 
customs officials, the casket was cleared without 
the necessity of being opened. 

But the seeds of suspicion had been sown. 

The third funeral of Mrs. Cameron was in 
Cornwall, and when Cariboo stubbornly refused to 
allow the coffin to be opened at the graveside, 
rumor had it he had sold his wife for gold and her 
body was not in the coffin at all! 

But Cariboo discounted the rumors and 
settled down to spend his money. He bought a 
large farm and built a mansion of imported 
Scottish stone. 

Several years elapsed. Then he married 
again. And it was just at this time gossip 
concerning the mystery of the coffin hit a new 
peak. The story of Cariboo selling his wife for 
gold—this time to an Indian chief—drew wide 
circulation. 

In desperation Cariboo announced that on a 
certain day he would have the body of his first 
wife exhumed, and the public could see for itself. 

The day arrived and spectators were many. A 
tinsmith punctured the metal casket and alcohol 
gurgled out. Members of the first wife’s family 
were among the crowd present. 

They saw the face of their long-dead daughter. 

The outraged Cariboo removed the coffin to a 
country cemetery nearby, and there his wife 
sleeps to this day, a victim of a man's hunt for 
gold. 

Wealth passed quickly from Cariboo. Mis¬ 
fortune dogged his steps and he again decided to 
try the Cariboo goldfields. But when he arrived 
the gold boom had ended. The country was 
worthless for prospectors. He returned home, 
dejected and broke, and on Nov. 7, 1888, he died. 

At last check his stately mansion echoed to 
the young cries of youngsters he never knew. It's 
a training school for boys who want to become 
priests.

Helen Nash is British Columbia 
born, but Charles is a Bristol, 
England, man, who came out to 
Canada in 1905.

He met 
a C61. Adams, a fisherman in peace 
time, and this gentleman brought 
him over here, and they covered the 
fishing-grounds from Victoria to 
Forbes Landing and all way points. 

“Everywhere it was beautiful," 
he mused. “Beautiful and un¬ 
spoiled. \ 

One day, at Qualicum, he saw a 
sign, “For Sale". 38 prime acres, 
with 450 feet of superb beach — and 
the price was J800! One could burst 
into tears today at the very thought l 
He bought the property, all wilder¬ 
ness of course, began the long job 
*f clearing it, and built a cabin in 
which to live. 

Like all the early settlers, he 
worked like a beaver. All told, he 
was there for 40 years, and at the 
end of that time Seabright, the 
name he had given his second, 
larger dwelling, plus guest-house, 
was a show place. He had planted 
fine chestnut trees, spreading lawns 
and beautiful flower beds, and built 
a tennis court He had 500 chickens 
some cows, and a team of horses for 
working the land. 

The horses he acquired in an 
unusual manner. Vacant land sur¬ 
rounding his own was being logged, 
and one day he discovered that the 
loggers were encroaching on the 
edge of his property and had even 
established a trail where they had 
no right to dd so. He hunted up the 
evil-doers, protested, and in the 
oourse of the argument he happened 
to notice the horses being used. 
They were in bad condition. Harness 
and gear had chaBed the poor 
creatures raw, and the trouble was 
obviously being neglected. 
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Charles was incensed. He 
promptly reported the situation to 
the authorities, and the Joggers were 
forbidden to work the animals for a 
period of three months. This, luckily 
for both Charles and the team, they 
couldn't afford, so they were only 
too glad to sell the horses and 
equipment to our farmer very 
cheaply. 

“Nice animals they were too," he 
said, “and I had them in top 
condition in no time at all." 

Alongside his holdings was a 
creek. Today this is called Nash 
Creek, because of the fact that 
Charles was the first to acquire the 
water rights thereto. 

The wild life teemed. There was 
all manner of bird game to be had, 
deer invaded the gardens, and bears 
sometimes broke the branches of the 
n apple trees. Charles was a lucky 
fisherman, moreover, and came 
home with many a fine salmon. 

His memory of those days is 
surprisingly clear. He mentioned a 
string of names of early settlers of 
that part of the country — Charles-

bois, Taylor, Holt, Caljouw, fa 
German family), and many others, 
and his tales of some of the 
happenings then are both amusing 
and illustrative of the era. 

“Old Jack Holt," he reminisced, 
"was a character. He had the 
grocery store and the post office, 
and he liked his little nip. He lived 
across from the pub." 

"In fact," chimed in Helen Nash, 
*Tt was Jack's one wish that he 
might die in the pub!" 


He almost made It, too. Old age 
and a failing heart finally caught up 
with him just as he was about to 
step inside, and he died on the 
threshold! . 

Charles recalled, as well the one 
and only taxi driver of the vicinity, 
and his one and only taxi. 

“On high days and holidays," he 
said, “he'd go careening along with 
celebrants all over the car and piied 
up on the running-boards, singing at 
the tops of their voices and waving 
their bottles!" 

You get into trouble for this sort 
cf fun and games now! 

Perhaps the most famous char- • 
acter of all, of those bygone days, 
was Mike, of Bowser. Hundreds of 
Vancouver Islanders, as well as 
visitors from far and wide across 
the land, will remember the much- 
admired, much-beloved Mike. 

A canine of uncertain parentage 
but unquestioned talents, Mike be¬ 
longed to the Bowser hotel and 
worked in the pub. He has become a 
legend. He sold beer. He sat behind 
the wicket and when customers 
came in for a drink he would go and 
fetch the bottles, one at a time, and 
take it to their tables. He also 
collected the money, and I have 
heard It said that if this wasn't 
correct, woe unto the jokesters or 
cheats. 

When it was time to shut up 
shop, Mike stood beside the door, 
and when the last customed had 
oozed out, Mike slammed the door. 
He had a companion, said Helen 
Nash, a four-footed lady named 
MLtzi. A dancer, she was, and often 
performed in a little skirt, for the 
patrons. Charles would sometimes 
give Mike a dime, and Mike would 
take off for the nearby grocery, buy 
two chocolate bars, bring them back 
unopened, and give one to Mitai. ^ 


His owner many times refused 
large sums of money for Mike. And 
then one day a hit-and-run criminal 
came along. 

I would have given a great deal 
to have met Mike, but I never did. 
Only I've seen his tombstone, which 
is still there. I never knew about 
Mitzi. 

Helen and Charles Nash were 
married in 1935. She was bom in the 
old family mansion, still standing, at 
Parksville. Her maiden name was 
Hickey, and man yoldtimers will 
recall her father, Major Hfcckey of 
the 11th Canadian Mounted Rifles of 
the First World War. He had arrived 
ki this country, from Ireland, in 
1892, and was responsible, related 
his daughter, for the building of the 
first church, a little log cabin affair 
named St. Anne's, at French Creek* 
Another of his daughters was the 
first baby to be baptised there. 

This little girl eventually married 
another member of pioneer stock, 
Archdeacon Collison, whose father, I 
was told, had been the first 
missionary to the Pacific coast 
islands. 

Today, Charles and Helen Nash 
are residents of Victoria because of 
the Battle of Jutland. Old injuries 
flare up, continued hospitalization, 
is vital. In 1958 the couple sold 
Seabright and moved to Sidney. But 
that also was too far from the 
Veterans' Hospital, so they are here 
now. * 

They miss their garden, and they 
miss the animals they always had* 
An album, filled with unusually 
beautiful photographs taken by 
Charles' brother Harold, a first-class 
amateur in this work, is almost aM 
they have left, outside their fond 
memories, of the days when living- 
space could spread sideways and all 
around s . . and not just up!

TU SCANIA, Italy (API - A 
severe earthquake jolted this 
ancient hill town in central 
Italy Saturday night, killing 
14 persons and injuring at 
least 100. Another weaker 
quake hit the area several 
hours later. 

The initial tremor, with an 
Intensity of six on the 10-point 
Mercali scale, damaged or 
’destroyed 60 per cent of the 
city’s buildings. It was so 
strong that even residents of 
northern Rome. 50 miles 
•outh, fled their homes. 

Rescue workers said a 
number of bodies was seen in 
the heaps of nibble and stone 
but could not be Extracted 
immediately. Among the dead 
was an entire family of five, 
killed when their house col¬ 
lapsed. 

The first persons to arrive 
from nearby villages found 
the medieval section of the 
town practically levelled and 
some of the romanesque 
churches, including die 
famous Basilica of St. Mary 
Major, severely damaged. 

The first quake sent most 
the city's 12.000 residents 
from their dinner tables into 
the streets and near-freezing 

weather. 

Buildings in the centre of 
town fell ’’like a deck of 
cards,” one witness said. Part 
of the municipal hospital 
collapsed. 

Rev. Don Pasquale Livano, 
a priest who was inside the 
hospital, said: 

•‘It felt like an explosion. 
The walls and ceiling crashed 
down. As I was running away, 
I saw the ceiling collapsing of 
a ward in which there were 
seven old women. I think they 
must all have been killed.” 


No Injuries

PALMER, Alaska (AP) — 
A large earthquake occurred 
70 miles south of Adak 
Saturday afternoon, the 
Palmer Observatory reported. 

There were no reports of 
injuries but there was some 
minor damage. The quake 
had a magnitude of 6.7 on the 
Richter scale.

With millions watching on color television, 
Shepard took another poke—the extra chance 
golf duffers call a “Mulligan” — and connected 
solidly. ; 

Shepard said the ball went “miles and miles 
and miles.” 

His fans only had his claim to go on. The ball 
went out of sight of the TV camera. 

A 15-handicapper, Shepard staged the golf 
exhibition as a surprise climax for the second moon- 
walk of Apollo 14. 

Even his pro kept secret the fact that Al had 
taken his “trusty dub” and three special heat- 
resistant golf balls aboard the spaceship which he 
and Edgar Mitchell landed on the moon. 

‘Tm going to try a little sand trap shot here,” 
Shepard said, dopping a ball into the biggest sand 
trap in the solar system and going for a crater-in- 
one at the “Fra Mauro Valley Country Club.” 

“You got more dirt than ball that time,” 
chortled Mitchell, a gallery of one, when Shepard 
missed the first shot. 

“Got more dirt than ball,” Shepard agreed. 
“Here we go again.” 

“That looked like a slice to me, Al,” said 
Fred Haise, CAPCOM in Mission Control 238,000 
miles away. 

“There we go—straight as a die,” Shepard 
shouted after his second shot. ^One more . . . 
miles and miles and miles.” 


Trio. Treasures 
Streak Home 


HOUSTON (AP> — The 
men of Apollo 14 rocketed 
away from the moon Satur¬ 
day and streaked homeward 
with 108 pounds of precious 
rock, some of it from a lunar 
hill the moon walkers tried 
and failed to conquer. 

Astronauts Alan Shepard. 
Edgar Mitchell and Stuart 
Roosa, tired from their ad¬ 
venture and yearning for 
home, fired the engine of 
their command ship, Kitty 
Hawk, to start a 2%-day coast 
toward Earth and a splash¬ 
down Tuesday in the South 
Pacific. 

"Okay, we got a good 
bum,” Shepard reported after 
the spacecraft reappeared 
from die back of the moon 
following the rocket firing, 
"We are on our way home!” 

Hours earlier, Shepard and 
Mitchell had thundered off the 
moon after 33*4 hours on its 
surface, setting up a science 
station and collecting rock 
samples in which scientists 
may find clues to the moon’s 
origin. 

Al tl lough they could not 
climb to the top of 400-foot- 
high Gone Crater, they ac¬ 
complished their other tasks 
to well scientists called the 
mission the most successful 
of man’s three moon trips. 

Kitty Hawk and the lunar 
lander A n t a r e s docked 
smoothly on the first try — a 
relief to alL It had taken six 
attempts to dock the craft 
after launch last Sunday. 

Antares — named for a star 
— was abandoned ih lunar 
orbit and then iierformed its 
last duty for science — self-

"plainly a war with the 
Provisionals in Belfast” (an 
extremist splinter force of the 
IRA).

SPEC members have met twice 
with Harmac officials in the past 
few' months, basically about the air 
pollution problem at the mill. 

“We feel we would like to see 
the program accelerated,” 

Allen said, “and this Announcement 
about the \rater program is indicative 
of acceleration.” 

SPEC members will talk to pol¬ 


lution .control branch officials to get 
specific information on the program 
before meeting with Harmac officials. 

He said the company is obviously 
concerned with the pollution prob¬ 
lem or it wouldn’t be pouring the 
large amount of money into a control 
program. 

Harmac Is not the cleanest pulp 
mill in the province but is cleaner 
than many, he said. 

One problem is that the mill is 
20 years old, and installation of pol¬ 
lution abatement equipment is more 
expensive than in a new mill. 

Aside frorp the esthetic problem 
of foam and discoloration of water 
in Northumberland Channel, SPEC Is 
concerned about possible toxic effects 
on fish of a build-up of fibres and 
other materials sewered into the 
water there.

Diesel Tax Details Foggy

B.C. Resources Minis¬ 
ter Ray Williston was un¬ 
able to give predse in¬ 
formation Saturday on a 
diesel fuel tax imposition 
which could have a direct 
effect on the cost of log¬ 
ging in B.C.

Up until Friday, a 15-cent 
tax on diesel fuel had been 
paid when vehicles were using 
public roads, and no tax had 
been paid on fuel used in 
vehicles on private roads, 
w' 


including logging company 
roads. 

Now, in the opinion of 
contract log haulers, the 
former 15-cent tax plus the 
two-cent increase is appli¬ 
cable to of>erators using pri¬ 
vate as well as public hoads. 

“Well, I hujie it isn't tnie, 
hut this is what it looks like,” 
W. T. Hal lock of Mosley 
Urging Co. Ltd., Victoria, 
said Saturday. 


‘•The town has certainly 
been buzzing today, and most 
of the log haulers I have 
talked to seem to think we 
will have to pay an additional 
17 cents a gallon. It will, of 
course, raise costs to the 
logging companies and this, 
undoubtedly, will be reflected 
in the price of lumber.” 

Williston was not so sure. 

"I can’t say for certain at 
this time,” he said Saturday. 
”1 have not read all the 


material relevant to this, and 
intended to check it out on 
Monday. That is about all I 
can say about it at present 
until I have further informa¬ 
tion.” 

Reg Antrobus, of Antrobus 
Construction, Sooke, said his 
hauling business was con¬ 
ducted principally for logging 
companies and on private 
roads.

Harbor Story: 
Sixth Chapter

A Canadian Pacific 
Inner Harbor develop¬ 
ment, which was to have 
been completed last sum¬ 
mer, now is to be ready 
for this year’s tourist 
season — provided Vic¬ 
toria city council likes 
the plans better than five 
previous proposals. 

Within the next two or three 
weeks, Marathon Realty, a 
Canadian Pacific subsidiary 
undertaking the development, 
will present council with its 
sixth proposal. 

John McLemon, a spokes¬ 
man for Marathon, told the 
Colonist from Vancouver Fri¬ 
day the project would be 
completed in time for the 
Victorian Daze celebrations in 
mid-May. 

McLemon wouldn’t com¬ 
ment on the proposed details, 
but he said “the development 
has been scaled down in size, 
but increased in quality.” 

★ * ★ 

The emphasis, he said, 
would be placed on pedestrian 
access to the planned build¬ 
ings. 

To be oonstructad between 
Belleville and the Inner Har¬ 
bor, the project originally was 
to oonsiat of a shopping 
centre, a seafood restaurant, 
a dance pavilion and a 
number of boutiques. 

Cost was estimated at $1 
million. 

The company’s first pro¬ 
posal was submitted to city 
council almost two years ago. 


Council supported the con¬ 
cept, but withdrew its support 
when a second proposal was 
put before it sometime later 

Proposals three, four and 
five followed, but council 
decided each time the concept 
wasn’t acceptable. 

Last summer, plans went 
back to the drawing board for 
the sixth time and Marathon 
officials say now they have 
come up with a scheme that 
“will be mutually accept¬ 
able.” 

“In no way will it be a { 
tourist trap. It will be a j 
concise and attractive de¬ 
velopment,” said McLemon.

A dual inquest will be held 
In the Sidney municipal hall 
at 7 p.m. March 4. 

The Holdridge inquest was 
opened, presided over by 
Coroner G. A. Gerrie, and the 
jury was told by Royal 
Jubilee Hospital pathologist 
Dr. R. Chong-Kit that Hold¬ 
ridge died of a ruptured aorta 
and a ruptured heart. 

Questioned by jury mem¬ 
bers, he said he had found no 
evidence of an acute heart 
attack.

Fire May Last 
Several Months 



A landfill fire which broke 
out at about 2 a.m. Friday in 
the Langford area could last 
for several months, a spokes¬ 
man for the Langford volun¬ 
teer fire department said late 
Friday morning. 

“Spontaneous ignition’* 
was blamed by the spokes¬ 
man for the blaze in the 
p r ivately-owned Millstream 
Landfill at 2017 Millstream 
near the Western Speedway. 
★ * ★ 

He said die owners were 
using three or four bulldozers 
in an attempt to stop the 
smouldering fire, which was 
sending some gray smoke into 
the air. 

But, he added, “there’s no 
way they can put that fire 
out,” so the department hqd 
ordered construction of a 100- 
foot-wide fireguard around 
the affected area. 

The spokesman said it 
would take some time to 
complete the fireguard and 
that remedial action might 
not be enough after die fire 
season starts May L 
★ * * 

If conditions then are 
hazardous, he said, the de¬ 
partment might have to de¬ 
mand a pump-operated water 
pipeline around the perimeter 
of the bum area, with a 
sprinkler system attached to 
provide a screen~bf water. 

The owners of the landfill 


were said to have 50 to 60 
acres of property in the area, 
much of it combed with 
gullies. They took over the 
property about two years ago. 

The spokesman said there 
used to be a dumping spot for 
old car bodies in the area 
years ago. The landfill oper¬ 
ation involves »uch material 
as lumber and metals, with 
compressed wood waste on 
top. 

★ * ★ 

He said the bum area is pie¬ 
shaped and roughly 300 yards 
by 200 yards, with the fill 
standing as high as 50 feet 
from the bottom of what used 
to be gullies. 

The fire began about half¬ 
way up the fill, he said, and 
by mid-morning, there were 
“hot spots throughout it . . . 
you can see spots 50 to GO feet 
from where the fire started 
where the steam is coming 
up.” 

The spokesman said the 
fireguard will take time to 
complete because It must be 
100 feet wide from the edge of 
the fill and cleared of every¬ 
thing “to the last twig down 
to virgin soil.” He estimated 
It might be 1,000 feet in 
circumference when finished. 

In addition to the Western 
Speedway, the area near the 
fire contains a chicken farm, 
some houses and considerable 
treed areas and bushland.
